Introduction 


The Canada Pension Plan is an integral part of 
Canada's social security system. Since its enact- 
ment in 1965, this compulsory contributory plan has 
served as the vehicle whereby millions of members 
of the labour force acquire and retain, during their 
productive years, protection for themselves and 
their families against loss of income due to 
retirement, disability or death. 


The Canada Pension Plan is entirely self- 
supporting in that all benefits and all costs arising 
from the administration of the program are financed 
solely from the contributions made by employees, 
employers and self-employed persons, and the 
interest earned from the investment of funds. 


The Plan is applicable throughout Canada except 
in the Province of Quebec where a comparable 
pension plan has been established. The two plans 
together cover virtually all members of the 
Canadian labour force. Benefit credits accrued 
under the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec 
Pension Plan are portable throughout Canada. 
Benefits under both plans are payable to benefi- 
Ciaries whether or not they live in Canada. 
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Part I 
THE CANADA PENSION PLAN 


The following is a résumé of the main features 
of the Canada Pension Plan. 


Coverage 


Members of the Canadian labour force (both 
employees and self-employed persons) between the 
ages of 18 and 65 who earn over the Year's Basic 
Exemption ($2,000 in 1984) must contribute to 
either the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec 
Pension Plan. Persons over age 65 still in the labour 
force have the option of continuing to contribute 
until age 70. 


Contributions 


Contributory Earnings Band 


Canada Pension Plan contributions are required 
on annual earnings between a minimum level known 
as the Year's Basic Exemption (YBE) and a maxi- 
mum called the Year's Maximum  Pensionable 
Earnings (YMPE), in the case of both employees and 
self-employed persons. Both levels are adjusted 
annually. The Year's Basic Exemption has risen 
from $600 in 1966 to $2,000 in 1984, and the Year's 
Maximum Pensionable Earnings has risen from 
$5,000 to $20,800 in the same period. 


Although contributions are only required on 
earnings between the YBE and the YMPE, earnings- 
related benefits are calculated, taking into account 
all earnings from the first dollar up to and including 
the applicable YMPE. 


Note: In January 1975, a new formula for 
computing the YMPE was introduced, with a 
view to restoring gradually the original relativ- 
ity between the YMPE and average industrial 
wages. In accordance with ‘this formula, the 
YMPE has been increased each January since 
1976 at the rate of 12.5 per cent. The YMPE 
will continue to rise each year at the rate of 
12.5 per cent until the YMPE equals the 
average earnings of Canadian workers as repre- 
sented by the Industrial Composite of weekly 
wages and salaries published by Statistics 
Canada. The formula also provides for subse- 
quent YMPE increases to maintain parity with 
this average. At the same time the YBE was 
set at 10 per cent of the YMPE (rounded down 
to the nearest $100). 


Rate of Contribution 


Employees contribute at the rate of 1.8 per 
cent of their earnings within the contributory 
earnings band, with a matching contribution being 
made by their employers, while self-employed per- 
sons contribute at the rate of 3.6 per cent of such 
earnings. No contributions are payable: by persons 
receiving disability or retirement pensions under the 
Plan. 


Splitting of Canada Pension Plan Pension Credits 


In the event of divorce or legal annulment of a 
marriage, Canada Pension Plan Pension Credits 
earned by one or both spouses during their years of 
marriage may be divided equally (split) between 
them. This provision applies only to legal marriages 
dissolved on or after January 1, 1978. To be eligible 
under this provision either spouse must apply for the 
division of credits within three years of the effec- 
tive date of the dissolution of the marriage, and the 
couple must have lived together for at least three 
consecutive years during the marriage. 


Benefits 


Benefits payable under the Canada Pension Plan 
may be classified under three major headings: 
retirement pensions; survivors' benefits (i.e., sur- 
viving spouses' pensions, orphans! benefits, and 
lump-sum death benefits); and disability benefits 
(i.e., pensions for disabled contributors and benefits 
for their dependent children). The first retirement 
pensions became payable in January 1967, the first 
survivors' benefits in February 1968, and the first 
disability pensions in February 1970. 


The Retirement Pension 


Retirement pensions are payable to contri- 
butors who are 65 years of age or over and who 
make application, regardless of whether or not they 
have retired from work. However, once a retire- 
ment pension becomes payable or a person reaches 
70 years of age no further contributions may be 
made to the Plan. 


The Canada Pension Plan legislation provides 
for up to 12 months! retroactive payment of retire- 
ment benefits to contributors who have reached the 
age of 65 and who make late application, with the 
qualification that the retroactive period cannot in- 
clude months during which the contributor worked 
and made contributions to the Plan. Application 
may also be made for retroactive benefits on behalf 
of persons who were otherwise eligible for a benefit 
but who died without applying. 


Since the retirement pension is the primary 
benefit payable under the Plan and is the amount 
upon which the earnings-related components of 
other benefits are based, an understanding of the 
key factors in the retirement benefit formula is 
essential to the appreciation of the benefit struc- 
ture of the Canada Pension Plan. 


Retirement Pension Formula 


A retirement pension payable to a contributor 
is a basic monthly amount equal to 25 per cent of 
his/her average (adjusted) monthly pensionable 
earnings. 


Adjustment of Earnings 


The adjustment of monthly earnings is a most 
significant factor in calculating the value of retire- 
ment pensions. The purpose of the adjustment is to 
express actual pensionable earnings in terms of 
current earnings levels. The adjustment involves 
expressing all actual earnings in terms of the YMPE 
for the year in which the contributor retires and the 
two previous years. For purposes of illustration, if a 
retirement pension calculation was being made in 
1984, when the average of the YMPE for 1984 and 
the two previous years is $18,600, recorded earnings 
of $5,000 for 1966 (that Year's Maximum Pension- 
able Earnings) will be taken as $18,600 for purposes 
of calculating the retirement pension payable. 
Thus, retirement pensions are effectively calculated 
in terms of the wage standards existing at the time 
of retirement, rather than on the basis of the actual 
earnings upon which contributions were made. 


Contributory Period 


The adjusted monthly earnings are averaged 

over the individual's "contributory period" or the 
"basic number of contributory months"*, whichever 
is the greater. The contributory period varies with 
the individual. In the case of contributors who 
became 18 years of age after January 1, 1966, the 
contributory period is normally 47 years from age 18 
to 65. In the case of contributors who had reached 
age 18 prior to January 1, 1966, the contributory 
period varies downwards from 47 years. The con- 
tributory period does not include any month for 
which a disability pension was payable. In addition, 
periods of low or no earnings totalling up to 15 per 
cent of an individual's contributory period may be 
removed or "dropped out" before the average of the 
monthly pensionable earnings is computed. The 
child-rearing drop-out provision also allows the 
exclusion from a person's contributory period of 
months of low or no earnings which occur in a period 
after January 1, 1966 when he or she had a child 
under age seven in his or her care and was in receipt 
of Family Allowances benefits in respect of such a 
child. (This provision was implemented in 1983 and 
is retroactive to January 1, 1978.) However, these 
drop-out provisions cannot serve to reduce the con- 
tributory period to less than 120 months. Also, 
should an individual choose to defer application for 
a retirement pension beyond age 65, months of 
pensionable earnings after age 65 may be substi- 
tuted for months of low or no pensionable earnings 
prior to age 65. 
* "Basic number of contributory months" in the 
case of any contributor means 120 minus the 
number of months for which a disability pension 
was payable to him/her under the Canada 
Pension Plan or the Quebec Pension Plan. 


Survivors' Benefits 


Survivors' benefits, as described below, are pay- 
able in respect of deceased contributors who have 
made contributions for the minimum qualifying 
period. 


Survivor's Benefit Formula 


There are two basic formulas used in deter- 
mining the amount of a survivor's pension. 


For a survivor's pension payable to a surviving 
spouse who has reached 65 years of age the basic 
formula is 60 per cent of the deceased contributor's 
retirement pension calculated at the time of death. 


In the case of a surviving spouse who has not 
reached 65 years of age, the basic formula for a full 
pension consists of two parts: a flat-rate portion 
($83.87 in 1984), plus a variable portion which is 
37 1/2 per cent of the deceased contributor's retire- 
ment pension calculated at the time of death. 


The full survivor's pension is payable to sur- 
viving spouses widowed at age 45 to 65 or, to 
spouses who, if widowed prior to reaching age 45, 
have dependent or disabled children, or are them- 
selves disabled. If a spouse is not in either situa- 
tion, the pension is reduced by an amount equal to 
1/120th for each month that the age of the spouse, 
when widowed, was less than 45 years. A spouse 
who is under age 35 when widowed, and is neither 
disabled nor has dependent children, is not eligible 
for a survivor's pension before reaching 65 years of 
age, unless he or she subsequently becomes disabled. 
A survivor's pension can be paid to either the legal 
or common-law spouse providing certain legislative 
conditions are met. The final discretion rests with 
the Minister. 


Two Pensions 


Persons who receive survivors' benefits may 
also have contributed to the Canada Pension Plan 
and consequently may be entitled to retirement or 
disability pensions in their own right. In such cases, 
the survivor's pension is combined with the other 
pension and the total amount payable is subject to a 
prescribed ceiling equal to the maximum retirement 
pension payable in the year in which the later of the 
two benefits becomes payable. 


Orphans’ Benefits 


Orphans! benefits are payable upon application 
on behalf of a deceased contributor's dependent 
children who have never been married, until the 
children reach 18, or age 25 if they continue to 
attend school or university full time. The monthly 
amount of the orphan's benefit is a flat-rate amount 
equal to $83.87 in 1984, for each child. 


Death Benefit 


When a contributor dies, a lump-sum benefit is 
normally paid, on application, to the estate. This 
benefit is subject to a maximum, which in 1984 was 
$2,080. 


Disability Benefits 


Disability benefits, for which a contributor is 
eligible after making contributions for any five 
whole or part calendar years in the last 10 calendar 
years plus one additional year in his or her contri- 
butory period, are payable, on application, to contri- 
butors whose disabilities are determined to be pro- 
longed (i.e., of indefinite duration) and severe (i.e-, 
rendering the contributor incapable of pursuing any 
regular substantially gainful employment). 


Disability Benefit Formula 


The disability pension consists of the same flat- 
rate portion which applies to the survivors’ and 
orphans' benefits, plus a variable portion which is 
75 per cent of the calculated retirement pension. 


Disabled Contributors' Children's Benefits 


Benefits are also payable in respect of the 
dependent children of a disabled contributor on the 
same formula basis and subject to the same condi- 
tions as the orphans' benefits mentioned above. 


Social Insurance Numbers 


Social Insurance Numbers are used by the 
Canada Pension Plan as a unified, controlled means 
of identifying earnings, contributions and benefits 
for each participant in the Plan. The possession of a 
Social Insurance Number is a necessity for every 
contributor in order that all his or her earnings can 
be fully and accurately recorded to his or her credit 
in the Record of Earnings. This in turn will ensure 
that all of the contributory earnings are included in 
the calculation of benefits. 


To avoid future hardship to contributors and 
beneficiaries who have failed to obtain numbers, the 
Ministers of National Revenue and National Health 
and Welfare have both been empowered to cause 
Social Insurance Numbers to be assigned to such 
individuals by the Employment and Immigration 
Commission. 


Statement of Earnings 


Contributors are entitled to require the 
Minister of National Health and Welfare, not more 
frequently than once in any period of 12 months, to 
inform them of the unadjusted pensionable earnings 
shown in their account in the Record of Earnings. 
By regularly reviewing their accounts, contributors 
are able to report and correct any errors or omis- 
sions in their career earnings record. Contributors 
are strongly advised to retain copies of their T4 and 
T4A slips issued by Revenue Canada to prove, if 
necessary, contributions and earnings. 


Appeals 


Any contributor or beneficiary under the Plan 
has the right to appeal decisions with which he or 
she is dissatisfied. 


Appeals by employees and employers regarding 
coverage and contributions are first made to the 
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Minister of National Revenue. If the appellant is 
not satisfied with the Minister's decision, he or she 
may appeal to the Pension Appeals Board, whose 
decision is final. 


For self-employed persons, appeals with refer- 
ence to the assessment of their earnings for Canada 
Pension Plan purposes are treated in the same way 
as appeals under the Income Tax Act. 


With respect to benefits, there is a three-stage 
procedure: first, under Section 83 of the Act, to the 
Minister of National Health and Welfare (delegated 
by Regulation to the Director General, Programs 
Operations, Income Security Programs Branch, 
Department of National Health and Welfare); 
secondly, under Section 84 of the Act, to a Review 
Committee; and thirdly, under Section 85 of the 
Act, to the Pension Appeals Board whose decision is 
final. For further details on appeals, see following 
section, Quebec Pension Plan; Appeals page 13 and 
Pension Appeals Board page 17. 


Quebec Pension Plan (QPP) 


The Canada and Quebec Pension Plans are 
similar in the important areas of annual contribu- 
tions, maximum pensionable earnings and annual 
escalation of benefits. Certain differences, how- 
ever, do exist between the two Plans. A description 
of changes made to the QPP Legislation in 1983, can 
be found on page 12. The flat-rate components of 
disability and surviving spouses' benefits being paid 
by the Quebec Pension Plan are higher than those of 
the Canada Pension Plan. In addition, the Quebec 
legislature has made provisions for a provincial 
judicial body called the Social Affairs Commission. 
This body, among other functions, hears appeals 
under the Quebec Pension Plan by beneficiaries and 
applicants for benefits. The Pension Appeals Board, 
however, continues to hear appeals relating to 
coverage and contributions under the Quebec 
Pension Plan. 


Dual Contributors 


A "dual contributor", that is, an individual who 
has made valid contributions to both the Canada 
Pension Plan and the Quebec Pension Plan, need 
only apply to one Administration in order to receive 
benefits to which he/she is entitled. Under an 
agreement between the two plans, the Admini- 
stration having responsibility for the payment of the 
full benefit is determined by the usual place of 
residence of the contributor at the time of appli- 
cation or, in the case of survivors' benefits, the 
contributor's place of residence at the time of 
death. Those whose usual place of residence at the 
relevant time is in Quebec apply to the Quebec 
Pension Plan, while those whose place of residence 
is in any other province of Canada apply to the 
Canada Pension Plan. Where a person has made 
contributions only to the Canada Pension Plan or the 
Quebec Pension Plan, he/she should apply to the 
appropriate office of the plan to which he/she 
contributed, regardless of his/her residence at the 
time of application. 


International Agreements 


An International Agreement on Social Security 
enables the two signatory countries to coordinate 
their social security programs which deal with the 
contingencies of old age, disability and death. It 
protects the social security rights of migrant 
workers earned as a result of contributions to a 
particular program or periods of residence in a given 
country. Such agreements may be employed to 
establish a right to Canada Pension Plan Disability, 
Survivors' and Death benefits. 


Five agreements of this kind are at present in 
force: the first, with Italy, came into force on 
January 1, 1979; the second, with France, came into 
force March 1, 1981; the third, with Portugal, came 
into force on May 1, 1981; the fourth, with the 
Hellenic Republic, came into force on May 1, 1983 
and the fifth, with Jamaica, came into force on 
January 1, 1984. A similar agreement has been 
signed with the United States but will only come 
into effect once it has been ratified by the legis- 
latures concerned. 


Investment Fund 


The legislation provides for the investment of 
funds that accrue from monthly revenues, less the 
estimated amount required to pay benefits and 
administrative costs over a three-month period. 
These funds are made available to each province on 
a proportionate basis determined by the ratio that 
contributions made to the Plan, by and on behalf of 
residents of that province, bear to the total contri- 
butions. Funds not borrowed by the provinces are 
invested in federal securities. 


Canada Pension Plan Advisory Committee 


An Advisory Committee of 16 persons repre- 
senting employers, employees, self-employed per- 
sons and the public, was established in 1967 and is 
required to meet at least once a year. This Com- 
mittee reviews, from time to time, the operation of 
the Act, the state of the Investment Fund, and the 
adequacy of coverage and benefits. The Committee 
reports on its activities during the fiscal year to the 
Minister of National Health and Welfare. 


Names of Committee members are included in 
Part III, entitled "The Canada Pension Plan Advisory 
Committee". 


Statistical Information 


Health and Welfare Canada publishes every 
quarter the "Canada Pension Plan Statistical 
Bulletin" which contains selected statistical infor- 
mation on the operation of the Canada Pension Plan. 
The Bulletin makes this information available to 
industry, welfare organizations, all levels of govern- 
ment and interested persons. Historical Series on 
Canada Pension Plan Benefits are also available, as 
special editions of the Bulletin, for the years 1978 
and 1979. 


In addition, the Department publishes the 
"Monthly Statistics on Income Security Programs", 
which contains some information on the benefits 
paid under the Plan. 


Part II 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE PLAN 
Division of Responsibility 


The federal statute cited as the Canada Pension 
Plan specifies that the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare is responsible for the administration of 
all parts of the Act, with the exception of Part I, 
which comes under the jurisdiction of the Minister 
of National Revenue. Part I concerns the coverage 
of persons under the Plan and the collection of 
contributions. Parts II and III deal with payments of 
benefits and the general administration of the Plan. 


Certain aspects of the administration of the 
Plan have been assigned to various other depart- 
ments and agencies. The Department of Supply and 
Services, in addition to its statutory responsibilities, 
provides assistance to the Department of National 
Health and Welfare in the operation of the elec- 
tronic data processing service that is required to 
maintain the official Record of Earnings of contrib- 
utors and calculate the benefits payable. The 
Employment and Immigration Commission is respon- 
sible for assigning Social Insurance Numbers to 
individuals and maintaining the Central Index of 
those numbers. The Department of Finance is 
responsible for the administration of the Canada 
Pension Plan Account and the Canada Pension Plan 
Investment Fund. The Chief Actuary of the Depart- 
ment of Insurance is responsible for the preparation 
of reports on the projected financial state of the 
Plan and on the effects on the Fund of proposed 
amendments to the Plan. 


DEPARTMENT OF NATIONAL HEALTH AND 
WELF ARE 


This section covers the activities of Canada 
Pension Plan operations for the year ending 
March 31, 1984. 


Benefits and Rates 


At the end of March 1984, 1 624 550 monthly 
benefits were in pay. This represents an increase of 
103 625 or 6.81 per cent during the fiscal year 1983- 
1984. Total benefit payments were approximately 
$3.7 billion. 


The distribution of monthly benefits in pay by 
type of benefit is indicated on Table 2. 


Benefits are escalated in January of each year 
to reflect the full increase in the cost of living in 
the previous twelve-month period ending in October, 
as measured by the Consumer Price Index. The 
Canada Pension Plan was not included in the 
Government's 6 and 5 program. As a result, all 
Canada Pension Plan benefits in pay at the end of 
1983 were increased in January 1984 by 6.7 per 
cent. 


The following table setsout a comparison between 
the maximum rates currently going into pay and 
those that went into pay in 1983.

Administrative Performance Information 


The administrative performance is monitored in 
two ways: the productivity of the processing units 
and the efficiency of the total administration. 


During the 1983-1984 fiscal year, both indi- 
cators showed gains in efficiency. 


Progress continued to be made by the regional 
units as their experience increased. The efficiency 
of the central processing unit continued to decline 
as expected but at a much diminished rate. 
Efficiency in this unit has virtually stabilized and is 
not expected to drop much further. Overall, there 
was an increase of 3.4% in the processing efficiency 
indicator over 1982-1983.

Total administrative efficiency takes into 
account all person-years spent by Income Security 
Programs on the administration of the Canada 
Pension Plan. During the year, the administrative 
efficiency increased from 106.7% to 110.3%, an 
improvement of 3.6%. With the exception of work 
related to the processing of applications for dis- 
ability pensions, all work was dealt with in accept- 
able timeframes and without backlogs. 


Systems Development 


During the 1983-1984 fiscal year, the Branch 
devoted part of its systems development resources 
to projects supporting the decentralization of the 
Canada Pension Plan EDP system for Ontario and 
the concentration of Disability Determination and 
account handling. Projects were completed to allow 
decentralized cheque issue from all provinces, 
except Quebec and Ontario. These accounts will be 
paid out of Ottawa. 


The design of the Contributor Information sub- 
system continued towards the target date of 
October 1984. In support of this system, creation 
has begun of an address master file with information 
supplied by National Revenue - Taxation, which will 
contain approximately 8 million contributor 
addresses to be used for selection and mailing of the 
Contributor Statements and a Terms and Conditions 
document. 


Minor modifications and refinements to the 
Canada Pension Plan EDP system continued to be 
implemented in order to enhance the efficiency of 
administrative interface with the EDP system. 


The CPP Telecommunications network was 
upgraded to allow for transmissions of increased 
volumes of transactions and to decrease the amount 
of computer downtime. Terminals were also 
installed in Health and Welfare Client Service 
Centres in St. John's, Newfoundland; Halifax, N.S.; 
Fredericton, N.B.; Toronto, Ontario; Winnipeg, 
Manitoba; Regina, Saskatchewan; and Calgary, 
Alberta, thus enabling the staff in these Client 
Service Centres to provide more accurate and 
timely information to their clientele. 


Record of Earnings 


As at March 31, 1984, the Record of Earnings 
contained data on 15 676 906 contributors, which 
represents 205 560 592 records, $1,200,909,026,775 
in earnings and $13,979, 396,423 in contributions. 


In addition to the Record of Earnings "Master 
File", files are also maintained for earnings and 
contributions information which, because of incom- 
plete or inaccurate data, cannot be credited to an 
individual contributor's account. As of March 31, 
1984, the total number of accounts in these files is 
3012 684 representing $5,474,228,439 in earnings 
and $72,894,281 in contributions. 


With the cooperation of Revenue Canada and 
the Canadian Employment and Immigration 
Commission, 39 192 records were identified during 
the past year and transferred to the Record of 
Earnings regular files. 


A total of 54 766 statements of earnings were 
requested and issued to contributors during the last 
fiscal year. 


Contributor Information Project 


In May 1983, two new contributor information 
document concepts were presented: a new Contri- 
butor Statement and a CPP Terms and Conditions 
Information Document. A full test pilot project 
proceeded to evaluate the effectiveness of the new 
concepts and to measure the potential workload 
impacts of the proposed program. The results of the 
pilot project were very positive and Cabinet 
approval to implement the program has been given. 


In general, the pilot project and survey indi- 
cated that the documents had exceeded the Branch's 
most optimistic expectation. Contributor reaction 
was overwhelmingly positive: 


- 91-92% indicated they had retained the 
documents; 

- 65% read the Statement; 

- 53% read the Terms and Conditions document; 

- 86% found the Statement helpful or very 
helpful; 

- 78% found the Terms and Conditions document 
helpful or very helpful; 

- awareness of CPP 
dramatically; 

- contributor comments were 20 to 1 in favour of 
the program. 


benefits increased 


The number of contributors who contacted the 
local Client Service Centres was lower than 
expected but the general reaction reported by field 
officers was very positive: 


- 184 contributors contacted Client Service 
Centres; 

- 98 had general questions; 

- 82 had positive comments; 

- only 4 expressed a negative reaction. 


There were indications that several applications 
were received from contributors who were pre- 
viously unaware of disability and survivors' benefits. 
Of the enquiries received, approximately 9% related 
to personal data errors (SIN-Name) and were refer- 
red to CEIC. Another 11% related to Record of 
Earnings and were referred to Ottawa for action. 


The pilot project confirmed an early analysis 
and full implementation will proceed in the late fall 
of 1984, as originally planned. 
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Child Raising Drop-out Provision 


In January 1978, the Canada Pension Plan 
legislation was amended to include a provision which 
would allow contributors to drop from their contri- 
butory period those months in which they were 
Family Allowances recipients on behalf of a child 
under the age of 7. This provision was not imple- 
mented until July 1983. 


The amending legislation provides that benefits 
in pay for any month after December 1977, may be 
recalculated and also that the calculation of 
benefits commencing on or after January 1, 1978, 
reflect this new provision. 


In the initial thrust of the implementation of 
the new provisions, potential beneficiaries of the 
Child Raising Drop-out were informed by a cheque 
insert sent to some 3 million Family Allowances 
recipients and to 1.5 million Canada Pension Plan 
beneficiaries. In addition, some 64 000 letters are 
being sent directly to known cases where appli- 
cations were previously rejected, submitted by or on 
behalf of female contributors, and to other groups 
of Canada Pension Plan pensioners where the 
incidence of eligibility for the new provision would 
be the greatest. 


At the end of March 1984, after a preliminary 
screening in Regional Processing Centres, 3 873 
accounts with declarations from Family Allowances 
recipients have been received for processing. Of 
this number, 2005 benefits have been increased. 
These accounts are being maintained manually until 
the EDP systems are modified to support this 
activity. It is anticipated that in March 1985, 
approximately 25000 accounts will have been 
affected by this provision. 


Interface with Quebec Pension Plan 


An agreement between the Canada Pension 
Plan and the Quebec Pension Board was negotiated 
and signed taking effect in January 1975 in relation 
to dual contributors' accounts as to the methods of 
payment and as to the sharing of the cost of 
payment of such benefits. 


Since the signing of this agreement, both this 
Administration and the Quebec Pension Plan 
Administration have been following the terms of 
this agreement in administering the Canada 
Pension Plan and Quebec Pension Plan Acts relating 
to payments of benefits to dual contributors. 


Conferences between the two Administrations 
are held semi-annually for the purpose of discussing 
the terms of the agreement and proposals for 
amendments necessitated by changes in legislation, 
and for the purpose of establishing common policies. 


In addition to these conferences, meetings and 
workshops are held on a regular basis to discuss 


methods and procedures used in the processing of 
dual claims, as well as systems development 
required to improve communication of information 
between the two Administrations. 


Special projects required to proceed with any 
changes or improvements to the current methods 
and procedures used to administer benefit payments 
in accordance to the agreement are developed with 
close collaboration and coordinated by the respon- 
sible Canada Pension Plan and Quebec Pension Plan 
administrators. 


Changes to the Quebec Pension Plan Legislation 
and Impact on the Canada Pension Plan 


On June 20, 1983, the Quebec National 
Assembly approved Bill-20, which brought important 
changes to three main aspects of the Quebec 
Pension Plan: retirement pensions, disability 
pensions and survivors' pensions. 


The provisions set forth in Bill-20 took effect 
on January 1, 1984. 


A retirement pension may now be paid to 
persons aged 60 to 64, if they have ceased working. 
Pensions are reduced by .5% for each month in 
advance of age 65. The full amount continues to be 
paid to those who apply at age 65 and pensions are 
increased by a similar percentage for those who 
apply after 65. There is no similar adjustment 
applicable after age 70. 


The disability pension is now payable to persons 
between the age of 60 and 64 who are not capable of 
carrying out their reqular employment. As well, the 
eligibility criteria specifying recency of partici- 
pation will no longer be required for those persons; 
they will no longer have to have contributed in 5 of 
the last 10 years. 


The provision which provided for the termi- 
nation of survivors' benefits on remarriage has been 
abolished. Pensions which had terminated after 
remarriage will be reinstated on request. 


As well, for persons aged 55 to 64, the flat-rate 
portion of the survivor's benefit has been increased 
to a level comparable to the amount of the Old Age 
Security pension. 


In relation to the Canada Pension Plan, a 
review of the existing Administrative Agreements 
with the Quebec Pension Plan showed that only the 
Dual Contributors Agreement might be affected by 
the new GPP provisions; this agreement provides for 
the cost-sharing of benefits, between the two Plans, 
for contributors to both Plans. 


An analysis of the potential effects of Bill-20 
on CPP's costs under this agreement suggests that 
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they will be negligible in relation to the Quebec 
disability provisions, their higher survivors' benefits 
and even their earlier retirement benefits. 


Appeals 


A person who is dissatisfied with a decision 
made under the Act has the right to appeal through 
three separate levels. The first stage consists of an 
appeal to the Minister for reconsideration of the 
initial decision. If dissatisfied with the new 
decision, a person has a right to further appeal to a 
Review Committee, established pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Act to hear the appellant's case. If 
the Review Committee decision is not favourable 
from the appellant's point of view, his last recourse 
is an appeal to the Pension Appeals Board whose 
decision is final and binding. 


During the fiscal year under review, some 4632 
appeals were made to the Minister for reconsidera- 
tion of the decisions originally given by the Admin- 
istration. As in previous years, the majority of 
these concerned applications for disability pensions. 
Of these appeals, some 2929 were allowed in favour 
of the appellants, usually as a result of further 
information not available at the time the original 
decisions were taken. 


Appeal to the Minister (Section 83 of the Act) 


During the same period, some 367 second level 
appeals to Review Committees were received. 
Approximately 230 of the decisions being appealed 
were reversed in favour of the appellants. Again, in 
disability cases, new medical evidence not available 
at the time of the initial decision was an important 
factor. 


At the end of March 1984, there were approxi- 
mately 260 cases to be dealt with by Review Com- 
mittees and some 195 appeals were awaiting 
hearings by the Pension Appeals Board. 


As a result of a review of the appeals process, 
the Administration has established time standards 
for the first two levels of appeals and an automated 
monitoring system. The system is expected to be 
fully operative at the beginning of the 1984/85 
fiscal year. This system will help reduce the 
processing time and provide pertinent data for 
management's review. 


The following tables provide a breakdown of the 
number of appeals processed by type of benefit at 
the first and second levels of appeal.

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Impact of the Pension Appeals Board Decision on 
the Division of Unadjusted Pensionable Earnings 
Legislation 


The credit-splitting legislation was designed to 
recognize the contribution of spouses who work in 
the home and to provide a measure of financial 
security for such spouses and his/her dependents 
when their marriage ended in divorce or annulment. 
Its aim was to ensure for the spouse at home a fair 
share of an asset that was accumulated by the 
couple during their marriage. 


The legislation regarding credit-splitting, prior 
to its implementation, was preceded by a great deal 
of public discussion and Parliamentary debate. At 
that time, consideration was given to the possibility 
of making the legislation subject to agreements or 
settlements that may have been reached between 
the former spouses. However, it was decided that 
the Canada Pension Plan should not be directly 
involved with the division of ordinary personal 
property and assets as the main purpose of the legis- 
lation was to ensure the income security of 
Canadians. 


It was thought that the legislation had been 
written in such a way so as to remain immune from 
any form of attachment. However, in its June 30, 
1983 decision, the Pension Appeals Board (PAB) 
noted that the sections of the Act do not restrict 
the discretion of the Minister to only the procedural 
appreciation as to the requirements of cohabitation 
and time limits after the divorce have been met. 
They also give a discretion to appreciate and take 
into account the circumstances surrounding the 
overall division of property between the spouses on 
the divorce. The Board stated that there is no 
intention shown in the Canada Pension Plan to 
prevent the freedom of spouses to contract out of 
the benefits given to spouses under section 53.2. 
Consequently, the Board ruled that a separation 
agreement between former spouses must be 
recognized, particularly when the former spouses 
mutually release each other from. any claim that 
might arise between them in the future. 


Another important argument in the Board's 
decision concerns the giving of notice to the former 
spouse that a request for division has been made. 
The Board declared that the Canada Pension Plan 
Administration has an obligation to give the former 
spouse a right to notice and a right to be heard. 
Accordingly, departmental policy was amended to 
ensure that an applicant's former spouse is netified 
and given the opportunity to make representation by 
letter before any decision is made on a new 
application. 


The issue to be resolved centres on the Board's 
ruling that a separation agreement between the 
former spouses must be taken into consideration in 
adjudicating an application for a division. The 
decision rendered by the PAB defeats the intended 
purpose of the credit-splitting legislation which 


views the division of pension credits as a continu- 
ation of the income security earned by both spouses 
during the marriage that would presumably have 
been equally shared had the marriage continued. 
The decision, in effect, means that the spouse who 
worked at home may be denied a full range of 
personal Canada Pension Plan benefits based on the 
pension credits accumulated through the efforts of 
both partners. 


The legislation governing the credit splitting is 
currently under review to determine whether a 
restructuring of the legislation is necessary. 


Since the Pension Appeals Board rendered its 
decision, all applications for Division of Unadjusted 
Pensionable Earnings have been adjudicated in light 
of that decision. Decisions that have been appealed 
and had not been disposed of at the first and second 
levels of appeal have been reviewed in light of the 
Pension Appeals Board decision and where appli- 
cable the original decision was reversed. 


Information Program 


The Canada Pension Plan public information 
program is a well defined program which receives 
continuous review. The program consists of several 
elements which ensures the dissemination of infor- 
mation to every segment of the population. The 
program consists of the following elements: 


l. Field activity to promote the Plan. Field staff 
have been active in meeting organizations such 
as provincial and municipal government depart- 
ments, employers, unions and community 
associations. Representatives from Income 
Security Programs also participate in estate 
planning panels and pre-retirement seminars. 
The Branch was also represented at national 
shows and exhibitions where program infor- 
mation and a computer based Income Security 
Programs Quiz was available. 


2. Use of media: Staff members participate in 
interviews and hotline shows on both radio and 
television. Information copy is made available 
to newspapers. The message service provided 
by cable television stations across Canada is 
used regularly to communicate information to 
the public. 


3. Letters from the Minister are mailed annually 
to those approaching retirement, inviting them 
to apply for retirement benefits. Some 135 000 
letters were sent to potential applicants in 
December 1983. 


4. The Record of Earnings program described in an 
earlier section, in particular the new Contri- 
butor Information Project. 


5. Informative inserts are regularly mailed with 
Family Allowances, Old Age Security and 
Canada Pension Plan cheques. These inserts 
reach a very important sector of the 
population. 
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6. Publications - The Branch produces a variety of 
printed material intended for the general 
public. Other publications which provide infor- 
mation about the Canada Pension Plan are also 
produced by other branches within the depart- 
ment. It should also be noted that the Branch's 
information program benefits from the dis- 
semination of information about Canada 
Pension Plan by other federal government 
departments. 


Although the Branch's information program has 
improved considerably during the past years, the 
Administration is conscious of its deficiencies and is 
seeking new ways to increase its efficiency. 


During the fiscal year under review, a profes- 
sionally designed audiovisual package based on the 
new family of booklets was developed. The package 
consists of a general presentation on Income 
Security Programs and a specific presentation for 
each program. This will be a very useful and 
versatile tool to be used by Client Service Centre 
personnel at pre-retirement seminars and other 
information sessions organized by the Branch. A 
toll-free telephone information service is in the 
final development stages and will be introduced in 
the coming fiscal year. By the end of the 1984-1985 
fiscal year a booklet on the Record of Earnings will 
be added to the new family of booklets. Another 
booklet describing the appeal process under the 
Canada Pension Plan will be ready for distribution 
early in the 1984-1985 fiscal year. 


Serious efforts were made by the Branch during 
this fiscal year to simplify information cheque in- 
serts with a view of ensuring that the messages 
Communicated through this medium are _ well 
received and easily understood by the average 
pensioner. Experts in the field were asked to 
provide specialized training to the staff. 


The coming into force of the Child-Care Drop- 
out provision required the elaboration of a 
specialized information insert. The cheque insert 
was sent to all Canada Pension Plan beneficiaries 
and Family Allowances recipients in August 1983. 
As a result, a substantial number of requests were 
received from beneficiaries interested in the appli- 
cation of the provision to their particular case. 


Application Forms 


The Branch has long recognized the need for 
simpler application forms and instruction sheets; 
simpler in the sense that they should be easier to 
read, to understand and to complete. With this 
objective in mind, the Income Security Programs 
Administration embarked on a major project to 
rewrite and completely redesign all application 
forms and instruction sheets. 


The retirement pension application form 
received first priority in view of the fact that it is 
the most widely used. In addition to the primary 
objective, the Administration also sought ways of 
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making the retirement application more accessible 
to potential applicants. As a result an application 
kit containing a Canada Pension Plan retirement 
pension application and an Old Age Security appli- 
cation was developed and printed. In December 
1983, the new kit was distributed to all regions and 
is now available in all Post Offices except in 
Ontario where the distribution was limited to the 
metropolitan Toronto region. The distribution to 
other regions of that province will be phased in to 
coincide with the decentralization of Ontario 
operations. 


The project is progressing and is receiving con- 
siderable attention. It is expected that the revision 
of all other application forms will be completed by 
the end of the 1984-1985 fiscal year. 


International Operations 


A reciprocal social security agreement allows 
for periods of residence and/or social security con- 
tributions in one country to be considered as periods 
of residence and/or social security contributions in 
the other country for the purpose of determining 
eligibility for benefits from either country. 


Canada has signed six Agreements on social 
security of which five, with Italy, France, Portugal, 
Hellenic Republic and Jamaica, are at present in 
effect. The Agreement Canada has signed with the 
United States will come into force only after ratifi- 
cation by the legislatures concerned. 


The distribution of Canadian benefits in pay 
under the various agreements is as follows:

Because of the relatively short qualifying 
periods under the Canada Pension Plan Act, the 
terms of an agreement are generally not required 
for purposes of establishing entitlement to a Canada 
Pension Plan benefit. Moreover, only periods since 
January 1, 1966, can be considered as credited 
periods under the various agreements. These 
factors explain the relatively small number of 
Canada Pension Plan benefits paid under 
agreements. 


Canadian OAS benefit payments under Inter- 
national Agreements for the fiscal year were 
approximately $9.2 million. Under the Canada 
Pension Plan, expenditures were slightly over 
$120,000. 


Decentralization 


Funding for the decentralization of the Ontario 
Benefit Processing to the new Regional Offices to 
be created in Timmins, Chatham and Peterborough 
with an office also in Toronto, was approved by 
Treasury Board during 1983. 


The implementation of the plans developed 
during 1983 has been started and phase 1 for the 
first division to move to Timmins has been com- 
pleted with the second phase to start in April. 


Experience to date has indicated that plans as 
approved by Treasury Board are viable and that the 
Project will proceed on schedule. 


DEPARTMENT OF NATIONAL REVENUE, 


TAXATION 


For the year ending March 31, 1984, no major 
problems were encountered in the administration of 
Part I of the Plan, although continuing constraints in 
resources resulted in a limitation of some enforce- 
ment activities. The projected annual revenue 
transferred during this fiscal year by the Depart- 
ment to Health and Welfare amounted to the sum of 
3.716 billion dollars. 


Amendments were made through the year to 
the Canada Pension Plan Regulations adjusting the 
rate of interest on refunds, and in tha,case of self- 
employed earnings, on arrears or _ instalment 
deficiencies. The amendments were published in the 
Canada Gazette periodically and introduced a 
fluctuating quarterly rate of interest in respect of 
both refunds and arrears of deficient instalments 
which however has been maintained at a constant 
rate of 10 per cent for the fiscal year. 


Annual routine amendments of a "housekeeping" 
nature to increase the 1984 Year's Basic Exemption 
to $2,000.00 -from $1,800.00 in 1983 and the 
Maximum Annual Employee contribution to $338.40 
from $300.60 in 1983 have been gazetted. 


An amendment to Schedule VIII of the Plan 
bringing into pensionable employment a_ certain 
minority of locally engaged employees of the U.S. 
Government will be gazetted later this year pur- 
suant to the amendment to the Canada-U.S. Agree- 
ment related to the Plan, now agreed to by both 
Governments. 


Audits 


During the fiscal year the Payroll Audit staff 
conducted 60 707 audits of employers' records in the 
field and raised 40 308 assessments for failing to 
remit Income Tax, Canada Pension Plan contri- 
butions and Unemployment Insurance premiums 
withheld at the source from salaries paid to their 
employees. In addition to these audits, a further 
program involving a computer check of about 18.1 


million 1982 and amended prior year T4 slips filed 
by employers at year-end uncovered over 496 698 T4 
slips that indicated a shortage of Canada Pension 
Plan contributions withheld at the source. These 
questionable T4 slips were referred to employers 
involved for correction and/or explanation. The 
enforcement programs which constitute a major 
workload for our Taxation Centres and District 
Offices are carried out on a year-round basis 
utilizing 321 person years. 


Rulings 


Contributions are required to be withheld at the 
source and a matching amount contributed by the 
payor if the person performing the service is consid- 
ered an employee for purposes of the Canada 
Pension Plan. Specific rulings as to whether a 
payment or benefit is pensionable income are pro- 
vided by District Office staff. During 11 months 
ended February 29, 1984, (143) rulings pertaining 
solely to Canada Pension Plan were issued by 
Revenue Canada (Taxation) and a further 3456 
rulings were issued of a dual character, relating to 
both Canada Pension Plan and Unemployment 
Insurance legislations. 


Appeals 


The Canada Pension Plan provides for two 
stages of appeal from rulings and assessments issued 
by this Department. The first is to the Minister of 
National Revenue and the second to the Pension 
Appeals Board. The number of decisions handed 
down by the Minister in the year ended March 31, 
1984, totalled 321. Thirty-six decisions of the 
Minister were appealed to the Pension Appeals 
Board. During this period the Board heard 10 cases. 


Social Insurance Numbers 


Employers who fail to report the correct Social 
Insurance Number of an employee on the T4 slip are 
a continuing problem. In the period ending 
December 31, 1983, 17.4 million individual 1982 T4 
slips were processed and the information passed to 
the employees' Record of Earnings. Approximately 
4.3 per cent of the T4 slips filed or 754 466 con- 
tained either an invalid or missing Social Insurance 
Number. The corresponding percentage has declined 
slightly compared to last year's 4.6 per cent. In an 
effort to obtain the employees' Social Insurance 
Numbers, a total of 669 521 requests were mailed to 
employers. In addition, 175 839 follow-up requests 
were mailed to employers who failed to reply to the 
original request. 


At the end of the 1983 processing year a total 
of 563 747 T4 slips with an invalid or missing Social 
Insurance Number were transmitted to the 
Department of Supply and Services, Canada Pension 
Plan Division for inclusion in the unidentified bank.

For the period ending December 31, 1983 ap- 
proximately 73.6 million dollars in Canada Pension 
Plan overpayments were processed. Also, some 
adjustments were necessary on Canada Pension Plan 
contributions by self-employed individuals. 


Publicity 


Canada Pension Plan information is published in 
a wide variety of pamphlets, leaflets, circulars and 
news releases which are distributed as required, to a 
wide range of individuals, the media and educational 
establishments across Canada. The Department, 
through the Volunteer Program, provides infor- 
mation on the Plan for the benefit of incapacitated 
taxpayers in order to enable individuals to complete 
their tax returns. 


DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 


The Department of Insurance is not one of the 
departments involved in the day-to-day administra- 
tion of the Canada Pension Plan. Indeed, the Act 
appears to contemplate only such activities as may 
be related to the quinquennial actuarial exami- 
nations required by subsection 116(1), special 
reports connected with amending legislation as 
required by subsection 116(2), and recommendations 
pursuant to paragraph 113(1Xb) having to do with 
the term to maturity of securities purchased for the 
Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund. 


During 1983-1984, the Department has been 
primarily engaged in (1) preparing a new quin- 
quennial actuarial report which should be trans- 
mitted to the Minister of Finance in April 1984, and 
(2) preparing a number of cost estimates for 
hypothetical variants of the Canada Pension Plan, 
notably in connection with the Parliamentary Task 
Force on Pension Reform. 


Table 9 summarizes the principal estimates 
developed in the last complete actuarial exami- 
nation of the Plan (Statutory Actuarial Report 
No. 8). A more detailed description of the funding 
is presented in the actuarial report. 


DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE 


Legislation provides that excess monies in the 
Canada Pension Plan be invested in provincial secu- 
rities, securities of provincial Crown agencies and 
securities of the Government of Canada, having a 
term to maturity of 20 years, or such lesser term as 
is fixed by the Minister of Finance on the recom- 
mendation of the Chief Actuary of the Department 
of Insurance. Prior to maturity these loans are 
redeemable, in whole or in part, only at the option 
of the Minister of Finance after six months! notice 
in writing. All securities currently outstanding have 


a term of 20 years and bear interest, fixed at the 
time of their issue, at the market yields of Canada 
bonds having terms to maturity of 20 years or more. 


Source of Funds 


Each month a determination is made of the 
amount by which the operating balance in the 
Canada Pension Plan Account is in excess of the 
amount estimated to be required to meet benefit 
payments and administrative expenses in the follow- 
ing three months. The proportion in which contribu- 
tions have been received from each province during 
the 120 months preceding that month serves as the 
basis for the distribution of excess monies to the 
provinces. The amount of the excess that has been 
received from the Yukon and Northwest Territories 
and from armed forces personnel and _ other 
employees outside Canada is invested in obligations 
of the Government of Canada. Should a province 
not accept the full amount offered, legislation pro- 
vides that the amount not accepted also be invested 
in securities of the Government of Canada. 


Distribution of Excess Funds 


During 1983-1984, the Investment Fund in- 
creased by $2,369,181,000, of which $2,351,922,000 
was invested in securities of the provinces or their 
Crown agencies, and $17,259,000 was invested in 
obligations of the Government of Canada. The 
provinces borrowed in full the amounts offered to 
them. The weighted average interest rate carried 
by these securities was 11.60 per cent. Table % 
outlines the monthly distribution of the excess 
funds invested and gives the corresponding interest 
rate carried by these investments. 


At March 31, 1984, the Investment Fund total- 
led $25,304,708,000 and was invested in securities 
bearing an average interest rate of 10.31 per cent. 
Table 6 sets out the provincial distribution of excess 
funds invested during 1983-1984 and cumulatively to 
March 31, 1984. Investments during the two pre- 
vious fiscal years are also provided for comparison. 


Revenue on Operating Balance 


Legislation directs that, in determining the 
excess monies to be made available to the pro- 
vinces, an amount equal to the estimated require- 
ment to meet benefit payments and administrative 
charges in the immediately following three-month 
period be retained as part of the operating balance. 
The operating balance may not be invested in pro- 
vincial securities but earns interest computed on the 
average daily balance at a rate equal to the average 
of the unweighted average yields at tender on three- 
month Treasury Bills during the month in respect of 
which interest is paid, less one-eighth of one per 
cent. The average interest rate applicable to the 
operating balance in 1983-1984 was 9.25 per cent. 
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EMPLOYMENT AND IMMIGRATION COMMISSION 


This section covers the activities of the 
Employment and Immigration Commission (Social 
Insurance Registration) concerning the Canada 
Pension Plan for the year ending March 31, 1984. 


The Record of Earnings file project is ongoing, 
whereby Central Index is assisting the Canada 
Pension Plan in identifying individuals who either 
have an incorrect Social Insurance Number or 
surname. 


The number of new Social Insurance Numbers 
issued during the fiscal year 1983-1984 was 485 920; 
the number of requests for amendments to records 
was 181 644; and the total number of replacement 
cards issued was 174 796. Table 8 illustrates the 
regional breakdown of Social Insurance Numbers 
issued for 1983-1984 as well as the numbers issued 
at March 31, 1984. 


PENSION APPEALS BOARD 
CANADA PENSION PLAN PARTS I AND I 


During the fiscal year, 46 appeals were heard 
involving contributions under Part I, and 58 appeals 
were heard under Part II of the Canada Pension 
Plan. 


The Board held sittings in St. John's, Sydney, 
Antigonish, Magdalen Islands, Quebec, Montreal, 


Dolbeau, Alma, Matane, New Carlisle, Hull, 
Peterborough, Toronto, Ottawa, Owen Sound,

DEPARTMENT OF SUPPLY AND SERVICES 


The Department of Supply and Services pro- 
vides administrative services to the Department of 
National Health and Welfare through the develop- 
ment, maintenance and operation of computer 
systems, the payment of benefits and the production 
of management information statistics related to the 
Canada Pension Plan. 


Benefit Payments 


During 1983-1984 SSC produced 17.2 million 
cheques with a total of $3.7 billion. For the annual 
reporting of pension income required by Revenue 
Canada, 1.56 million T4A(P) statements were issued 
to Canada Pension Plan beneficiaries. 


Electronic Data Processing (EDP) 
The decentralization of cheque production for 


the four Atlantic provinces and the four Western 
provinces has been completed during this period 


which will provide cheque services closer to the 
beneficiaries of the Canada Pension Plan. Disability 
cheques will continue to be issued centrally from 
the National Capital Region as well as pension 
cheques for residents in Ontario and Quebec. 


Planning for the further decentralization of 
CPP to four offices in Ontario was started and work 
is underway to implement a pilot operation for the 
Timmins office. 


Major changes were made to the CPP telepro- 
cessing network and to the on-line enquiry systems 
to provide more timely data to regional processing 
centres by displaying more information on the 
terminal screens. In addition, changes were made to 
the CPP record of earnings sub-system to support 
the new Contributor Statement Pilot Study which 
was to assess contributor reaction and _ the 
operational impact of the proposed new documents 
in providing a better service to the public. Work is 
now well underway to develop the operational 
system to support the new Contributor Statement 
processing. 


Computer Facilities 


Computer facilities used to support CPP con- 
tinued to be provided from the SSC Vanier Data 
Centre the capacity of which was doubled by the 
addition of a computer thus ensuring sufficient 
Capacity to meet increasing workload demands and 
maintain the level of service. This data centre 
provides HWC the on-line capability for HWC 
regional staff to access computer data file infor- 
mation that resides on the Vanier computer system. 


In response to a need to establish an effective, 
efficient, economic and highly reliable EDP utility 
to support a future evolution for on-line interactive 
systems SSC has developed a Long Range Infor- 
mation Processing Plan. 


A study of computer configurations used by SSC 
and Health and Welfare Canada was undertaken with 
the objective to establish a common communi- 
cations network which would incorporate facilities 
used for Family Allowances, Old Age Security and 
the Canada Pension Plan systems which will 
eliminate duplication and provide cost savings. 
Work is proceeding on the development of a detailed 
implementation plan to convert to the new equip- 
ment in 1984. This will provide the basis for the 
integration of systems and operations in both Health 
and Welfare Canada and SSC offices. 


Planning has started to establish an SSC pro- 
duction centre for the consolidation of existing 
production activities in the National Capital Region. 
The first phase will include the integration of 
similar functions of the Ottawa East and Canada 
Pension Plan divisions, and the establishment of a 
production data centre which will result in a more 
efficient operation through improved administrative 
processes utilizing up-to-date technology.

1983-1984 


The Advisory Committee is a statutory body 
established under Section 117 of the Canada Pension 
Plan. The role of the Committee is to review the 
operation of the Act, the state of the Canada 
Pension Plan Investment Fund, and the adequacy of 
coverage and benefits under the Plan. The Com- 
mittee reports the results of its findings and makes 
appropriate recommendations to the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare. 


The Advisory Committee is to consist of not 
more than 16 members appointed by the Governor in 
Council to represent employees, employers, self- 
employed persons and the public. During the course 
of the year, one member resigned, four members 
had terms which expired, one member was re- 
appointed and three new appointments* were made, 
for a total of eleven active members as of 


2. Sub-Committee on Adequacy of Benefits 


To look at the effect the change in the 
Statistics Canada measurement of average 
wages and salaries from the "industrial com- 
posite" to the "industrial aggregate" will have 
on the Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings 
and thus on Canada Pension Plan benefits. 


3. Sub-Committee on Survivors! Benefits

The Advisory Committee forwarded a reso- 
lution to the Minister dealing with the Pension 
Appeals Board ruling that agreements reached by 
the parties to a divorce must be taken into account 
when an application for a split of Canada Pension 
Plan pension credits is received. The resolution 
proposed that credit-splitting be made a right which 
cannot be abrogated by other agreements and that 
further consideration be given to the Committee's 
previous recommendation to make credit-splitting 
on divorce mandatory. As well, the Committee 
asked the Minister to consider appealing the Pension 
Appeals Board ruling in the case where no prior 
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separation agreement or minutes of settlement had 
been entered into. 


As well, in keeping with its statutory functions, 
the Committee examined annual reports and 
auditors' reports relating to the several government 
departments that have responsibilities for various 
aspects of the operation of the Canada Pension 
Plan.

Notes to Statements for the year 
ended March 31, 1984 


1. Plan description and authority 


The Canada Pension Plan (the Plan) is a com- 
pulsory and contributory social insurance plan which 
enables members of the labour force to acquire 
and retain protection for themselves and their 
families against loss of income due to retirement, 
disability or death. The Plan applies in all parts of 
Canada, except for the Province of Quebec which 
has a parallel plan. 


Under existing arrangements, all benefits and 
all costs incurred in the administration of the Plan 
are financed by the contributions made by 
employees, employers and self-employed persons 
and the interest earned from the investment of 
funds. 


The Canada Pension Plan Account (the 
Account) was established in the accounts of Canada 
by Section 110.(1) of the Canada Pension Plan, a 
1965 Act of Parliament, to record the contributions, 
interest, benefits and expenses of the Plan. 


The Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund (the 
Fund) was established in the accounts of Canada by 
Section 111.(1) of the Plan to record the investment 
in securities of the provinces and Canada. 


2. Accounting policies 
Canada Pension Plan Account 


The amounts credited and charged to the 
Account are in accordance with Sections 110.(2) and 
110.(3) of the Plan, respectively. Contributions, 
interest and benefits are recorded on a cash basis. 
Contributions are received from Revenue Canada - 
Taxation based on estimates of collections for the 
current year and adjustments to the estimates of 
prior years. Expenses are recorded on an accrual 
basis. The balance in the Account represents the 
accumulated excess of contributions and interest 
over benefits and expenses to date. 


Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund 


The amounts charged and credited to the Fund 
are in accordance with Section 111.(2) of the Plan. 
All securities held are carried at cost, are non- 
negotiable and have a term of 20 years or such 
lesser period as may be determined by the Minister 
of Finance on the recommendation of the Chief 
Actuary of the Department of Insurance.

4. Expenses 


Expenses of the Account represent the costs of 
administration charged by six federal government 
departments: Revenue Canada - Taxation (col- 
lection of contributions); Health and Welfare 
(administration); Supply and Services (cheque issue 
and computer services); Public Works (accom- 
modation); Employment and Immigration (assign- 
ment of social insurance numbers and maintenance 
of central index); and Insurance (actuarial services). 


5. Investment in securities 


Operating balances on deposit with the 
Receiver General in excess of estimated cash 
requirements for the following three-month period 
are available for purchases of securities of the 
provinces and Canada. The monies available for 
securities purchases are allocated to the provinces 
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based on the proportion of contributions credited to 
the Account during the preceding 10 years in 
respect of employment in a given province to the 
total contributions in those years. The portion 
attributed to employment in the Yukon Territory, 
the Northwest Territories and certain other 
employees outside Canada are invested in securities 
of Canada. 


The securities of Quebec relate to the contri- 
butions of certain federal employees, such as 
members of the Canadian Armed Forces, who are 
residents in the Province of Quebec. 


6. Financing of the Plan 


When the Plan was introduced, the combined 
employer-employee contribution rate was set at 
3.6% of the contributory earnings with the under- 
standing that this would be sufficient to meet the 
cost of benefits and administration for a certain 
period of time but not indefinitely. In the initial 
years, a fund would be built up from which resources 
would be used to purchase securities of the prov- 
inces and, to a much lesser extent, securities of 
Canada as described in Note 5. However, since 
inception of the Plan, it has been recognized that 
the 3.6% contribution rate would need to be raised 
at some point in the future. 


The Plan is not designed to be fully funded on a 
private sector pension plan basis. However, if the 
Plan were to be fully funded, the Chief Actuary of 
the Department of Insurance estimates that $208 
billion would be required at December 31, 1983 to 
pay future benefits of all contributors and pen- 
sioners in the Plan at that time. The estimate is 
based upon ultimate assumptions used in the most 
recent actuarial report, tabled in the House of 
Commons on June 5, 1984. The report indicated 
that if no changes were made to the combined 
employer-employee contribution rate of 3.6%, the 
annual cost of benefits and expenses would exceed 
the amount of annual contributions by the year 
1985. 


After 1985, a gradually increasing proportion of 
the interest would be needed to finance benefits and 
expenses, and no further funds, apart from the 
reinvestment of a portion of interest owed to the 
Account, would be available to the provinces as 
loans. The Account would continue to grow until 
1994 when all of the interest would be needed to 
meet payments. If the increase in the contribution 
rate were delayed beyond 1994, the balance of the 
Account would start to decline and by the year 
2004, it would be exhausted. The contribution rate 
would have to increase to 6.1% in 2004 and then 
slowly rise to a relatively stable rate of between 10 
and 11% by 2030 in order to maintain benefit 
payments. 


Under existing legislation, any proposed enact- 
ment to alter the general level of benefits or the 
rate of contributions requires agreement by at least 


two-thirds of the 10 provinces having an aggregate 
of not less than two-thirds of the population. 


A long-term financing philosophy for the Plan 
which will include the timing and rate of increase of 
the contribution rate is being considered by the 
provinces and the federal government.

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Introduction 


The Canada Pension Plan is an integral part of 
Canada's social security system. Since its enact- 
ment in 1965, this compulsory contributory plan has 
served as the vehicle whereby millions of members 
of the labour force acquire and retain, during their 
productive years, protection for themselves and 
their families against loss of income due to retire- 
ment, disability or death. 


The Canada Pension Plan is entirely self- 
supporting in that all benefits and all costs arising 
from the administration of the program are financed 
solely from the contributions made by employees, 
employers and_ self-employed persons, and the 
interest earned from the investment of funds. 


The plan is applicable throughout Canada 
except in the Province of Quebec where a com- 
parable pension plan has been established. The two 
plans together cover virtually all members of the 
Canadian labour force. Benefit credits accrued 
under the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec 
Pension Plan are portable throughout Canada. 
Benefits under both plans are payable to benefi- 
ciaries whether or not they live in Canada. 
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Part I 


THE CANADA PENSION PLAN 


The following is a résumé of the main features 
of the Canada Pension Plan. 


Coverage 


Members of the Canadian labour force (both 
employees and self-employed persons) between the 
ages of 18 and 65 who earn over tne Year's Basic 
Exemption ($2,300 in 1985) must contribute to 
either the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec 
Pension Plan. Persons over age 65 still in the labour 
force have the option of continuing to contribute 
until age 70. 


Contributions 
Contributory Earnings Band 


Canada Pension Plan contributions are required 
on annual earnings between a minimum level known 
as the Year's Basic Exemption (YBE) and a maxi- 
mum called the Year's Maximum Pensionable 
Earnings (YMPE), in the case of both employees and 
self-employed persons. Both levels are adjusted 
annually. The Year's Basic Exemption has risen 
from $600 in 1966 to $2,300 in 1985, and the Year's 
Maximum Pensionable Earnings has risen from 
$5,000 to $23,400 in the same period. 


Although contributions are only required on 
earnings between the YBE and the YMPE, earnings- 
related benefits are calculated, taking into account 
all earnings from the first dollar up to and including 
the applicable YMPE. 


Note: In January 1975, a new formula for 
computing the YMPE was introduced, with a 
view to restoring gradually the original relativ- 
ity between the YMPE and average industrial 
wages. In accordance with this formula, the 
YMPE has been increased each January since 
1976 at the rate of 12.5per cent. It is 
expected that the increase in the YMPE for the 
year 1986 will be less than 12.5 per cent 
because it will reach the average earnings of 


Canadian workers as represented by the 
Industrial Composite of weekly wages and 
salaries published by Statistics Canada. The 


formula also provides for subsequent YMPE 
increases to maintain parity with this average. 
At the same time the YBE was set at 10 per 
cent of the YMPE (rounded down to the nearest 
$100). 


Rate of Contribution 


Employees contribute at the rate of 1.8 per 
cent of their earnings within the contributory 
earnings band, with a matching contribution being 
made by their employers, while self-employed 


persons contribute at the rate of 3.6 per cent of 
such earnings. No contributions are payable by 
persons receiving disability or retirement pensions 
under the plan. 


A long-term financing philosophy for the plan 
which will include the timing and rate of increase of 
the contribution rate is being considered by the 
provinces and the federal government. 


Splitting of Canada Pension Plan Pension Credits 


In the event of divorce or legal annulment of a 
marriage, Canada Pension Plan Pension Credits 
earned by one or both spouses during their years of 
marriage may be divided equally (split) between 
them. This provision applies only to legal marriages 
dissolved on or after January 1, 1978. To be eligible 
under this provision either spouse must apply for the 
division of credits within three years of the effec- 
tive date of the dissolution of the marriage, and the 
couple must have lived together for at least three 
consecutive years during the marriage. 


Benefits 


Benefits payable under the Canada Pension Plan 
may be classified under three major headings: 
retirement pensions; survivors’ benefits (i.e., sur- 
viving spouses' pensions, orphans' benefits, and 
lump-sum death benefits); and disability benefits 
(i.e., pensions for disabled contributors and benefits 
for their dependent children). The first retirement 
pensions became payable in January 1967, the first 
survivors' benefits in February 1968, and the first 
disability pensions in February 1970. 


The Retirement Pension 


Retirement pensions are payable to contri- 
butors who are 65 years of age or over and who 
make application, whether or not they have retired 
from work. However, once a retirement pension 
becomes payable or a person reaches 70 years of age 
no further contributions may be made to the plan. 


The Canada Pension Plan legislation provides 
for up to 12 months' retroactive payment of retire- 
ment benefits to contributors who have reached the 
age of 65 and who make late application, with the 
qualification that the retroactive period cannot in- 
clude months during which the contributor worked 
and made contributions to the plan. Application 
may also be made for retroactive benefits on behalf 
of persons who were otherwise eligible for a benefit 
but who died without applying. 


Since the retirement pension is the primary 
benefit payable under the plan and is the amount 
upon which the earnings-related components of 
other benefits are based, an understanding of the 
key factors in the retirement benefit formula is 
essential to the appreciation of the benefit struc- 
ture of the Canada Pension Plan. 


Petirement Pension Formula 


A retirement pension payable to a contributor 
is a basic monthly amount equal to 25 per cent of 
his or her average (adjusted) monthly pensionable 
earnings. 


Adjustment of Earninas 


The adjustment of monthly earnings is a most 
significant factor in calculating the value of retire- 
ment pensions. The purpose of the adjustment is to 
express actual pensionable earnings in terms of 
current earnings levels. The adjustment involves 
expressing all actual earnings in terms of the YMPE 
for the year in which the contributor retires and the 
two previous years. For example, if a retirement 
pension calculation were being made in 1985, where 
the average of the YMPE for 1985 and the two 
previous years were $20,900, recorded earnings of 
$5,000 for 1966 (that Year's Maximum Pensionable 
Earnings) would be taken as $20,900 for the purposes 
of calculating the retirement pension payable. 
Thus, retirement pensions are effectively calculated 
in terms of the wage standards existing at the time 
of retirement, rather than on the basis of the actual 
earnings upon which contributions were made. 


Contributory Period 


The adjusted monthly earnings are averaged 
over the individual's "contributory period" or the 
"basic number of contributory months'*, whichever 
is the greater. The contributory period varies with 
the individual. In the case of contributors who 
became 18 years of age after January 1, 1966, the 
contributory period is normally 47 years from age 18 
to 65. In the case of contributors who had reached 
age 18 prior to January 1, 1966, the contributory 
period varies downwards from 47 years. The con- 
tributory period does not include any month for 
which a disability pension was payable. In addition, 
periods of low or no earnings totalling up to 15 per 
cent of an individual's contributory period may be 
removed or "dropped out" before the average of the 
monthly pensionable earnings is computed. The 
Child Rearing Dropout provision also allows the 
exclusion from a person's contributory period of 
months of low or no earnings which occur in a period 
after January 1, 1966 when he or she had a child 
under age seven in his or her care and was in receipt 
of Family Allowances benefits in respect of such a 
child. (This provision was implemented in 1983 and 
is retroactive to January 1, 1978.) However, these 
drop-out provisions cannot serve to reduce the con- 
tributory period to less than 120 months. Also, 
should an individual choose to defer application for 
a retirement pension beyond age 65, months of 
pensionable earnings after age 65 may be substi- 
tuted for months of low or no pensionable earnings 
prior to age 65. 


* "Basic number of contributory months" in the 


case of any contributor means 120 minus, if 
applicable, the number of months for which a 
disability pension was payable to him/her under 
the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec Pension 
Plan. 


Survivors' Benefits 


Survivors' benefits, as described below, are pay- 
able in respect of deceased contributors who have 
made contributions for the minimum qualifying 
period. 


Survivor's Renefit Formula 


There are two basic formulas used in deter- 
mining the amount of a survivor's pension. 


For a survivor's pension payable to a surviving 
spouse who has reached 65 years of age the basic 
formula is 60 per cent of the deceased contributor's 
retirement pension calculated at the time of death. 


In the case of a surviving spouse who has not 
reached 65 years of age, the basic formula for a full 
pension consists of two parts: a flat-rate portion 
($87.56 in 1985), plus a variable portion which is 
37.5 per cent of the deceased contributor's retire- 
ment pension calculated at the time of death. 


The full survivor's pension is payable to sur- 
viving spouses widowed at age 45 to 65 or, to 
spouses who, if widowed prior to reaching age 45, 
have dependent or disabled children, or are them- 
selves disabled. If a spouse is not in either situa- 
tion, the pension is reduced by an amount equal to 
1/120th for each month that the age of the spouse, 
when widowed, was less than 45 years. A spouse 
who is under age 35 when widowed, and is neither 
disabled nor has dependent children, is not eligible 
for a survivor's pension before reaching 65 years of 
age, unless he or she subsequently becomes disabled. 
A survivor's pension can be paid to either the legal 
or common-law spouse providing certain legislative 
conditions are met. The final discretion rests with 
the Minister. 


Two Pensions 


Persons who receive survivors' benefits may 
also have contributed to the Canada Pension Plan 
and consequently may be entitled to retirement or 
disability pensions in their own right. In such cases, 
the survivor's pension is combined with the other 
pension and the total amount payable is subject to a 
prescribed ceiling equal to the maximum retirement 
pension payable in the year in which the later of the 
two benefits becomes payable. 


Orphans’! Renefits 


Orphans' benefits are payable upon application 
on behalf of a deceased contributor's dependent 
children who have never been married, until the 
children reach 18, or age 25 if they continue to 
attend school or university full time. The monthly 
amount of the orphan's benefit is a flat-rate amount 
equal to $87.56 in 1985, for each child. 


Neath Renefit 


When a contributor dies, a lump-sum benefit is 
normally paid, on application, to the estate. This 
benefit is subject to a maximum, which in 1985 was 
$2,340. 


Disability Benefits 


Disability benefits, for which a contributor is 
eligible after making contributions for any five 
whole or part calendar years in the last 10 calendar 
years plus two additional years in his or her contri- 
butory period, are payable, on application, to contri- 
butors whose disabilities are determined to be pro- 
longed (i.e., of indefinite duration) and severe (i.e., 
rendering the contributor incapable of pursuing any 
regular, substantially gainful employment). 


Nisahility Renefit Formula 


The disability pension consists of the same flat- 
rate portion which applies to the survivors! and 
orphans' benefits, plus a variable portion which is 
75 per cent of the calculated retirement pension. 


Nisabled Contributors’ Children's Renefits 


Benefits are also payable in respect of the 
dependent children of a disabled contributor on the 
same formula basis and subject to the same condi- 
tions as the orphans! benefits mentioned above. 


Social Insurance Numbers 


Social Insurance Numbers are used by .the 
Canada Pension Plan as a unified, controlled means 
of identifying earnings, contributions and benefits 
for each participant in the plan. The possession of a 
Social Insurance Number is a necessity for every 
contributor in order that all his or her earnings can 
be fully and accurately recorded to his or her credit 
in the Record of Earnings. This in turn will ensure 
that all of the contributory earnings are included in 
the calculation of benefits. 


To avoid future hardship to contributors and 
beneficiaries who have failed to obtain numbers, the 
Ministers of National Revenue and National Health 
and Welfare have both been empowered to cause 
Social Insurance Numbers to be assigned to such 
individuals by the Employment and Immigration 
Commission. 


Statement of Earnings 


Contributors are entitled to require the 
Minister of National Health and Welfare, not more 
frequently than once in any period of 12 months, to 
inform them of the unadjusted pensionable earnings 
shown in their account in the Record of Earnings. 
By regularly reviewing their accounts, contributors 
are able to report and correct any errors or omis- 
sions in their career earnings record. Contributors 
are strongly advised to retain copies of their T4 and 
T4A slips issued by Revenue Canada to prove, if 
necessary, contributions and earnings. 


Appeals 
Any contributor or beneficiary under the plan 


has the right to appeal decisions with which he or 
she is dissatisfied. 


Appeals by employees and employers regarding 
cOverage and contributions are first made to the 
Minister of National Revenue. If the appellant is 
not satisfied with the Minister's decision, he or she 
may appeal to the Pension Appeals Board, whose 
decision is final. 


For self-employed persons, appeals with refer- 
ence to the assessment of their earnings for Canada 
Pension Plan purposes are treated in the same way 
as appeals under the Income Tax Act. 


With respect to benefits, there is a three-stage 
procedure: first, under Section 83 of the Act, to the 
Minister of National Health and Welfare (delegated 
by Regulation to the Director General, Programs 
Operations, Income Security Programs Branch, 
Department of National Health and Welfare); 
secondly, under Section 84 of the Act, to a Review 
Committee; and thirdly, under Section 85 of the 
Act, to the Pension Appeals Board whose decision is 
final. For further details on appeals, see following 
section, Quebec Pension Plan; Appeals page 12 and 
Pension Appeals Board page 17. 


Quebec Pension Plan (QPP) 


The Canada Pension Plan and the Quebec 
Pension Plan are similar in the important areas of 
annual contributions, maximum pensionable earnings 
and annual escalation of benefits. Certain dif- 
ferences, however, do exist between the two plans. 
The flat-rate components of disability and surviving 
spouses' benefits being paid by the Quebec Pension 
Plan are higher than those of the Canada Pension 
Plan. In addition, the Quebec legislature has made 
provisions for a provincial judicial body called the 
Social Affairs Commission. This body, among other 
functions, hears appeals under the Quebec Pension 
Plan by beneficiaries and applicants for benefits. 
The Pension Appeals Board, however, continues to 
hear appeals relating to coverage and contributions 
under the Quebec Pension Plan. 


Dual Contributors 


A "dual contributor", that is, an individual who 
has made valid contributions to both the Canada 
Pension Plan and the Quebec Pension Plan, need 
only apply to one Administration in order to receive 
benefits to which he/she is entitled. Under an 
agreement between the two plans, the Admini- 
stration having responsibility for the payment of the 
full benefit is determined by the usual place of 
residence of the contributor at the time of appli- 
cation or, in the case of survivors' benefits, the 
contributor's place of residence at the time of 
death. Those whose usual place of residence at the 
relevant time is in Quebec apply to the Quebec 
Pension Plan, while those whose place of residence 
is in any other province of Canada apply to the 
Canada Pension Plan. Where a person has made 
contributions only to the Canada Pension Plan or the 
Quebec Pension Plan, he or she should apply to the 
appropriate office of the plan to which he or she 
contributed, regardless of his or her residence at the 
time of application. 


International Agreements 


A reciprocal agreement on social security co- 
ordinates the operation of Canada's Old Age 
Security program and the Canada Pension Plan with 
the comparable programs of another country which 
provide old age, survivors and disability benefits. It 
ensures greater social security protection to persons 
who migrate to and from Canada. This is 
accomplished by: 


(1) removing restrictions, based on nationality, 
that may otherwise prevent Canadians from 
receiving benefits under the legislation of the 
other country; 

(2) easing or eliminating restrictions on the pay- 
ment of social security benefits abroad; 

(3) eliminating situations in which a worker may 
have to contribute to the social security pro- 
grams of both countries for the same work; 
and/or 

(4) assisting migrants in meeting the eligibility 
conditions for benefits based on their partici- 
pation in the social security system of each 
country. 


As of March 31, 1985, six agreements are in 
force between Canada and France, the Hellenic 
Republic, Italy, Jamaica, Portugal and the United 
States. Further agreements have been signed with 
Belgium and Barbados but will only come into effect 
once the ratification procedures required by their 
respective laws have been completed. 


Investment F und 


The legislation provides for the investment of 
funds that accrue from monthly revenues, less the 
estimated amount required to pay benefits and 
administrative costs over a three-month period. 
These funds are made available to each province on 
a proportionate basis determined by the ratio that 
contributions made to the plan, by and on behalf of 
residents of that province, bear to the total contri- 
butions. Funds not borrowed by the provinces are 
invested in federal securities. 


Canada Pension Plan Advisory Committee 


An Advisory Committee of 16 persons repre- 
senting employers, employees, self-employed per- 
sons and the public, was established in 1967 and is 
required to meet at least once a year. This Com- 
mittee reviews, from time to time, the operation of 
the Act, the state of the Investment Fund, and the 
adequacy of coverage and benefits. The Committee 
reports onits activities during the fiscal year to the 
Minister of National Health and Welfare. 


Names of Committee members are included in 
Part III, entitled "The Canada Pension Plan Advisory 
Committee". 


Statistical Information 


Health and Welfare Canada publishes every 
quarter the "Canada Pension Plan Statistical 
Bulletin" which contains selected statistical infor- 
mation on the operation of the Canada Pension Plan. 
The Bulletin makes this information available to 
industry, welfare organizations, all levels. of 
government and interested persons. Historical 
Series on Canada Pension Plan Benefits are also 
available, as special editions of the Bulletin, for the 
years 1978 and 1979, 


In addition, the Department publishes the 
"Monthly Statistics on Income Security Programs", 
which contains some information on the benefits 
paid under the plan. 


Part II 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE PLAN (CPP) 
Division of Responsibility 


The federal statute entitled "Canada Pension 
Plan" specifies that the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare is responsible for the administration of 
all parts of the Act, with the exception of Part I, 
which comes under the jurisdiction of the Minister 
of National Revenue. Part I concerns the coverage 
of persons under the plan and the collection of 
contributions. Parts II and III deal with payments of 
benefits and the general administration of the plan. 


Certain aspects of the administration of the 
plan have been assigned to various other depart- 
ments and agencies. The Department of Supply and 
Services, in addition to its statutory responsibilities, 
provides assistance to the Department of National 
Health and Welfare in the operation of the elec- 
tronic data processing service that is required to 
maintain the official Record of Earnings of contrib- 
utors and calculate the benefits payable. The 
Employment and Immigration Commission is respon- 
sible for assigning Social Insurance Numbers to 
individuals and maintaining the Central Index of 
those numbers. The Department of Finance is 
responsible for assessing the economic implications 
of government policy, pension benefit changes, con- 
tribution rates, etc... on the CPP and the economy 
as a whole. They also act as the liaison between the 
Government and their counterparts in the provinces 
with regard to the purchase of provincial securities 
on behalf of the fund and changes to the CPP 
legislation. The Chief Actuary of the Department 
of Insurance is responsible for the preparation of 
reports on the projected financial state of the plan 
and on the effects on the fund of proposed amend- 
ments to the plan. 


DEPARTMENT OF NATIONAL HEALTH AND 
WELF ARE 


This section covers the activities of Canada 
Pension Plan operations for the year ending 
March 31, 1985. 


Benefits and Rates 


At the end of March 1985, 1 723 444 monthly 
benefits were in pay. This represents an increase of 
98 894 or 6.09 per cent during the fiscal year 1984- 
1985. Total benefit payments were approximately 
$4.2 billion. 


The distribution of monthly benefits in pay by 
type of benefit is indicated on Table 2. 


Benefits are escalated in January of each year 
to reflect the full increase in the cost of living in 


the previous twelve-month period ending in October, 
as measured by the Consumer Price Index. As a 
result, all Canada Pension Plan benefits in pay at 
the end of 1984 were increased in January 1985 by 
4.4 per cent. ; 


The followingtable sets out acomparison between 
the maximum rates currently going into pay and 
those that went into pay in 1984.

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Administrative Performance 


Total Program Efficiency takes into account all 
person-years spent by Income Security Programs on 
the administration of the Canada Pension Plan. 
During the fiscal year 1984-1985, the program 
efficiency increased from 117.0per cent to 
120.2 per cent, an increase of 3.2 per cent. These 
efficiency percentages relate the current costs to 
the costs of doing Canada Pension Plan business in 
the base year of 1979-1980. Efficiency is the ratio 
between the Canada Pension Plan workload and the 
resources utilized in accomplishing it. A sustained 
increase in workload, especially in our Client 
Service Centres, mixed with reduction in the levels 
of resources, have been responsible for the improve- 
ment in efficiency. 


Systems Development 


During the 1984-1985 fiscal year, the Branch 
continued to devote some of its systems develop- 
ment resources to projects supporting the decen- 
tralization of the Canada Pension Plan EDP systems 
for Ontario. The centralization of Disability Deter- 
mination and account handling was completed in 
1984-1985. 


The Contributor Information sub-system has 
been completely tested and is now running in a 
production environment but at a limited capacity 
until the proper mailing equipment arrives, which 
can handle full production volume. 


Systems changes are completed and are in pro- 
duction for the on-line calculation of entitlement 
for beneficiaries who have taken advantage of the 
"Child Rearing Dropout" provision. This facility is 
provided to headquarters’ personnel until such time 
as programming can be completed in the main 
system to allow for calculation and handling of 
these accounts nationally. 


The ongoing activities of modifying and refining 
the Canada Pension Plan EDP Systems continue to 
be implemented in order to enhance the efficiency 
of administrative interface with the EDP System. 
Future systems development projects include a 
review of the current data entry system for both the 
main CPP Benefits System and the Record of 
Earnings System, a redesign of the Master Benefit 
File to allow for the deletion of redundant or unused 
fields and the inclusion of new fields required for 
current and future processing enhancements, and 
the redesign of the New Application Status F ile to 
increase efficiency and eliminate duplication of 
work. 


The CPP Telecommunications network was 
extended to provide terminal access for inquiry 
purposes to all Client Service Offices nationwide, 
thus enabling client service staff to provide 
accurate and timely information to CPP clientele. 


Record of Earnings 


As at March 31, 1985, the Record of Earnings 
contained data on 16141411 contributors, which 
represents 234 130 544 records, $1,432,379,286,375 
in earnings and $16,681,511,228 in contributions. 


In addition to the Record of Earnings’ "Master 
File", Computer files are also maintained for 
earnings and contributions information which, 
because of incomplete or inaccurate data, cannot 
readily be credited to an individual contributor's 
account. As of March 31, 1985, the total number of 
accounts in these files is 3197677 representing 
$6,154,666,894 in earnings and $82,219,111 in con- 
tributions. In addition, microfilm files are -nain- 
tained which contain postings that are virtually 
impossible to match with a contributor's account. 


With the cooperation of Revenue Canada and 
the Employment and Immigration Commission, 
12 618 records were identified during the past year 
and transferred to the Record of Earnings reqular 
files. 


A total of 59025 statements of earnings were 
requested and issued to contributors during the last 
fiscal year. 


Contributor Information Program 


The Contributor Information Program changed 
its status from that of a project to an ongoing 
Operation as of March 31, 1985, At that date, only 
26 639 personalized statements had been mailed to 
contributors. The equipment required to prepare 
delivery of the statements for mailing was originally 
scheduled to arrive in the fall of 1984. However, it 
was only made available in September, 1985. In the 
interim, other more limited equipment had to be 
used. Contingency plans have been made for the 
1985-1986 fiscal year in order to make up for 
production delays. 


It is planned to mail approximately 3.5 million 
information kits during 1985-1986, starting with 
contributors who are approaching retirement aqe. 


Over the next four years, a personalized infor- 
mation kit will be mailed to each CPP contributor 
along with a statement of their earnings and contri- 
butions as recorded in the CPP Record of Earnings. 


The CPP Contributor Statement will provide 
estimates of the amount of benefits that could be 
payable based on the contributor's current earnings 
and _ contributions. Information concerning the 
benefits payable and eligibility requirements are 
detailed in the CPP Terms and Conditions Infor- 
mation Document. Each contributor will receive a 
CPP Contributor Statement once every four years 
to better plan his or her retirement. 


Interface with Quebec Pension Plan 


An agreement between the Canada Pension 
Plan and the Quebec Pension Board was negotiated 
and signed taking effect in January 1975 in relation 
to dual contributors! accounts as to the methods of 
payment and as to the sharing of the cost of 
payment of such benefits. 


Since the signing of this agreement, both this 
Administration and the Quebec Pension Plan 
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Administration have been following the terms of 
this agreement in administering the Canada Pension 
Plan and the Quebec Pension Plan relating to pay- 
ments of benefits to dual contributors. 


Conferences between the two Administrations 
are held semi-annually for the purpose of discussing 
the terms of the agreement and proposals for 
amendments necessitated by changes in legislation, 
and for the purpose of establishing common policies. 


In addition to these conferences, meetings and 
workshops are held on a regular basis to discuss 
methods and procedures used in the processing of 
dual claims, as well as systems development 
required to improve communication of information 
between the two Administrations. 


Special projects required to proceed with any 
changes or improvements to the current methods 
and procedures used to administer benefit payments 
in accordance to the agreement are developed with 
close collaboration and coordinated by the respon- 
sible Canada Pension Plan and Quebec Pension Plan 
administrators. 


Appeals 


A person who is dissatisfied with a decision 
made under the Act has the right to appeal through 
three separate levels. The first stage consists of an 
appeal to the Minister for reconsideration of the 
initial decision. If dissatisfied with the new 
decision, a person has a right to further appeal to a 
Review Committee, established pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Act to hear the appellant's case. If 


Appeal to the Minister (Section 83 of the Act) 


the Review Committee decision is not acceptable 
from the appellant's or the Minister's point of view, 
there is one further recourse. Either may appeal 
the decision to the Pension Appeals Board whose 
decision is final and binding. 


During the fiscal year under review, some 7 299 
appeals were made to the Minister for reconsidera- 
tion of the decisions originally given by the Admin- 
istration. As in previous years, the majority of 
these concerned applications for disability pensions. 
Of these appeals, some 4 341 were allowed in favour 
of the appellants, usually as a result of further 
information not available at the time the original 
decisions were taken. 


During the same period, some 719 second level 
appeals to Review Committees were received. 
Approximately 344 of the cases being appealed were 
reversed in favour of the appellant thereby 
rendering the hearing unnecessary. These decisions 
were made possible because new facts were brought 
to our attention. Appellants withdrew their appeal 
in 14 cases. As a result of Review Committee 
hearings, 117 appeals were granted while 85 original 
decisions were maintained. 


At the end of March 1985, there were approxi- 
mately 446 cases to be dealt with by Review Com- 
mittees and some 66 appeals were awaiting hearings 
by the Pension Appeals Board. 


The following tables provide a breakdown of the 
number of appeals processed by type of benefit at 
the first and second levels of appeal.

Inform ation Program 


The Canada Pension Plan public information 
program is a well defined program which receives 
continuous review. The program consists of several 
elements which ensures the dissemination of infor- 
mation to every segment of the population. The 
program consists of the following elements: 


1. Field activity to promote the plan. Field staff 
have been active in meeting organizations such 
as provincial and municipal government depart- 
ments, employers, unions and community 
associ ations. Representatives from Income 
Security Programs also participate in estate 
planning panels and pre-retirement seminars. 
The Branch was also represented at national 
shows and exhibitions where program infor- 
mation and a computer based Income Security 
Programs Quiz was available. 


2. Use of media: Staff members participate in 
interviews and hotline shows on both radio and 
television. Information copy is made available 
to newspapers. The message service provided 
by cable television stations across Canada is 
used regularly to communicate information to 
the public. 


3. The Contributor Information Program described 
in an earlier section. 


4. Informative inserts are regularly mailed with 
Family Allowances, Old Age Security and 
Canada Pension Plan cheques. These inserts 
reach a very important sector of the 
population. 


5. Publications - The Branch produces a variety of 
printed material intended for the general 
public, Other publications which provide infor- 
mation about the Canada Pension Plan are also 
produced by other branches within the depart- 
ment. It should also be noted that the Branch's 
information program benefits from the dis- 
semination of information about Canada 
Pension Plan by other federal government 
departments. 


Although the Branch's information program has 
improved considerably during the past years, the 
Administration is conscious of its deficiencies and is 
seeking new ways to increase its efficiency. 


International Operations 


As of March 31, 1985, Canada has signed eight 
reciprocal agreements on social security, six. of 
which are in effect with the following countries: 
Italy, France, Portugal, the Hellenic Republic, 
Jamaica, and the United States. The agreements 
Canada has signed with Barbados and Belgium will 
come into force only after ratification by the legis- 
latures concerned. 


Reciprocal social security agreements allow for 
periods of residence and/or social security contri- 
butions in one country to be considered as periods of 
residence and/or social security contributions in the 
other country for the purpose of determining eligi- 
bility for benefits from either country. ‘ 


The distribution of Canadian benefits in pay 
under the various agreements is as follows:

Due to the relatively short qualifying periods 
under the Canada Pension Plan Act, the terms of an 
agreement are generally not required for purposes 
of establishing entitlement to Canada Pension Plan 
benefits. Moreover, only periods since January ], 
1966, can be considered as credited periods under 
the various agreements. These factors explain the 
relatively small number of Canada Pension Plan 
benefits paid under agreements. 


Canadian Old Age Security benefit payments 
under international agreements for the fiscal year 
were approximately $17.7 million. Under the 
Canada Pension Plan, expenditures were slightly 
over $223,000. 


Decentralization 


The new regional office in Timmins became 
fully operational in January 1985. The training for 
the new Toronto C.P.P. division is in its final stages 
and the move is scheduled for May 1985. 


Plans call for the move to the new regional 
office in Chatham to be completed by December 
1985, and it is expected that they will be on 
schedule. 


As part of an overall government policy of 
restraint, the planned move of the Halifax Regional 
Office to Sydney was cancelled in November 1984. 


Income Security Programs Development Project 
(ISP-D) 


Given the objective of the Income Security 
Programs (ISP) Development Project to improve the 
effectiveness and efficiency of delivery of benefits 
by developing plans for full system integration of 
Income Security Programs, the Treasury Board 
agreed to the followina: 
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1. the development of a policy document seeking 
approval for the level and type of service which 
should be provided by the integrated systern; © 


2. the development of a fully-costed proposal and 
implementation plan; 


3. the development of detailed functional specifi- 
cations for the proposed integrated system; and 


4. the installation of terminals in Client Service 
Centres for CPP accounts. 


A summary of the activities undertaken during 
the past year to meet these objectives is set out in 
the following paragraphs. These activities were 
designed to give definition to the future environ- 
ment envisioned for the Branch and the systems that 
would be required to sustain the future organization. 


A. Development of a Policy Document 


Two activities were undertaken to meet this 
objective. Firstly, opinions of current and 
future clients of the programs were surveyed to 
determine client expectations and _ needs. 
Secondly, management's views were ascertained 
on how best to change program delivery and 
services in order to meet clients' needs in the 
most cost-effective manner. 


B. Development of a Costed Proposal and Imple- 
mentation Plan 


The Branch undertook a number of activities in 
the development of this proposal and imple- 
mentation plan. 


(i) Organizational Concept 


Flowing from the Public Opinion Surveys 
and the Business Mission exercise, the 
Branch developed an Organizational and 
Systems Concept for the 1990's and this 
formed the basis for the development of 
the Organizational and Systems Plans. 


Assuming that technology would not be a 
constraining factor, it was concluded that 
the systems and the _ organizational 
structure should be directed towards 
placing enhanced services at the local or 
Client Service Centre level. 


(ii) Systems Design 


The ISP Branch of the future would then 
provide on-line access to client files from 
all of its Client Service Centres across 
Canada. 


Given this fact, the basic systems design 
for the 1990s is that of an on-line, inter- 
active, integrated data base. This will 
permit access by Client Service Centres to 
the data bases for F amily Allowances, Old 
Age Security, and Canada Pension Plan. 


C. CPP Terminal Network Extension 


In order to link all ISP offices to a data network 
and begin acquainting staff with computer 
terminals, the CPP terminal network was 
extended to all ISP Client Service Centres in 
Canada by March 31, 1985. The choice of 
communications equipment, terminals and 
printers was based on cost effectiveness and 
flexibility. 


Over 550 employees of the Branch in 64 Client 
Service Centres were fully trained in the use of 
the new equipment. They now have the know- 
ledge and skills required to access and interpret 
information available in the system and can 
now respond immediately to simple enquiries 
from clients related to the CPP. 


A communications program, launched in 
advance of the network extensions, acquainted 
employees with activities of the ISP-D project 
and the possibilities which advanced computer 
technology could offer. Through this communi- 
cation program, employees are encouraged to 
participate in the evolution of the future of the 
ISP Branch. 


DEPARTMENT OF 
TAXATION 


NATIONAL REVENUE, 


The current fiscal year has proceeded much as 
on the same lines as prior years with no major 
problems being encountered in the administration of 
Part I of the plan. The projected annual revenue 
collected during this fiscal year by the Department 
on behalf of Health and Welfare amounted to the 
sum of 3.879 billion dollars vs. 3.716 for the fiscal 
year 1984. 


Legislation 


Amendments were made through the year to 
the Canada Pension Plan Regulations adjusting the 
rate of interest on refunds, and in the case of self- 
employed earnings, arrears or instalment deficien- 
cies. The amendments were published in the Canada 
Gazette periodically and provided a fluctuating 
quarterly rate of interest of 10 per cent, 11 per 
cent, 13 per cent and 12 per cent respectively for 
the fiscal year. 


Annual routine amendments of a "housekeeping" 
nature to increase the 1985 year's Maximum Basic 
Exemption to $2,300.00 from $2,000.00 in 1984 and 
the year's Maximum Contribution to $379.80 from 
$338.40 in 1984 have been Gazetted. 


Effective January 1, 1985 amendments were 
introduced to the Regulations by way of "prescribed 
rules" which set out the procedures for the annual 
calculation of the various pay-period contributions 
thus avoiding the former requirement to Gazette 
the withholding tables themselves, that technically, 
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under Section 41, had no legal force until Gazetted. 
In the past, publication in the Gazette was not 
possible by January Ist. Now all that will be 
required will be an annual updating of the Requ- 
lations to reflect the current year's maximum and 
basic exemption amounts. 


Audits 


During the fiscal year, the Payroll Audit staff 
conducted 51 185 audits of employers! records in the 
field and raised 34472 assessments for failing to 
remit Income Tax, Canada Pension Plan contri- 
butions and Unemployment Insurance premiums 
withheld at the source from salaries paid to 
employees. In addition to these audits, a further 
program involving a computer check of about 17.9 
million in 1983 and amended prior year T4 slips filed 
by employers at year end uncovered over 450 672 T4 
slips that indicated a shortage of Canada Pension 
Plan contributions withheld at the source. These 
questionable T4 slips were referred to employers 
involved for correction and/or explanation. The 
enforcement programs which constitute a major 
workload for our Taxation Centres and District 
Offices are carried out on a year round basis 
utilizing 298 person years. 


Rulings 


Contributions are required to be withheld at the 
source and a matching amount contributed by the 
payer if the person performing the service is consid- 
ered an employee for purposes of the Canada 
Pension Plan. Specific rulings as to whether a 
payment or benefit constitutes pensionable income 
are provided by our District Office staff. During 
the fiscal year, 82 rulings pertaining solely to CPP 
were issued by Revenue Canada, Taxation and a 
further 2,300 rulings were issued of a dual 
character, related to both CPP and UI legislations. 


Appeals 


The Canada Pension Plan provides for two 
stages of appeal from rulings and assessments issued 
by this Department. The first is to the Minister of 
National Revenue and the second to the Pension 
Appeals Board. The number of decisions handed 
down by the Minister in the year ended March 31, 
1985 is expected to total 335. Eighty-five decisions 
of the Minister were appealed to the Pension 
Appeals Board. During this period the Board heard 
28 cases. 


Social Insurance Numbers 


Employers who fail to report the correct Social 
Insurance Number of an employee on a 14 slip are a 
continuing problem. In the period = ending 
December 31, 1984, 17.4 million individual 1983 T4 
slips were processed and the information passed to 
the employees' Records of Earnings. Approximately 
4.1 per cent of the T4 slips filed or 706 132 contained 
either an invalid or missing Social Insurance 
Number. The corresponding percentage has declined 


slightly compared to last year's 4.3 per cent. In an 
effort to obtain the employee Social Insurance 
Numbers a total of 628 535 requests were mailed to 
employers. In addition, 166 760 follow-up requests 
were mailed to employers who failed to reply to the 
original request. At the end of the 1984 processing 
year a total of 389 688 T4 slips with an invalid or 
missing Social Insurance Number were transmitted 
to the Department of Supply and Services, Canada 
Pension Plan Division for inclusion in the unidenti- 
fied bank. 


The breakdown was as follows: 


Invalid Social Insurance Numbers 128 897 
Missing Social Insurance Numbers 260 791 


Overpayments and Adjustments 


For the period ended December 31, 1984 ap- 
proximately 73.2 million dollars in Canada Pension 
Plan overpayments were processed. Also, some 
adjustments were necessary on Canada Pension Plan 
contributions by self-employed individuals. 


Publicity 


CPP information is published in a wide variety 
of pamphlets, leaflets, circulars and news releases 
which are distributed as required to a wide range of 
individuals, the media and educational establish- 
ments across Canada. The Department, through the 
Volunteer Program, provides information on the 
Plan for the benefit of incapacitated taxpayers in 
order to enable individuals to complete their tax 
returns. 


As a result of a suggestion at the May, 1984 
Advisory Committee meeting, CPP information 
regarding invalid Social Insurance numbers has been 
included for the first time in both the 1984 T] 
General and Special Income T ax Guides. 


DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 


The Department of Insurance is not involved in 
the day-to-day administration of the Canada 
Pension Plan. Indeed, the Act appears to con- 
template only such activities as may be related to 
the quinquennial actuarial examinations required by 
subsection 116(1), special reports connected with 
amending legislation as required by subsection 
116(2), and recommendations pursuant to paragraph 
113(1)(b) having to do with the term to maturity of 
securities purchased for the Canada Pension Plan 
Investment F und. 


Actuarial Report No. 8, one copy of which 
appears as Table 9, Appendix B, was completed and 
finally tabled in the House of Commons on June 5, 
1984. We participated in the work of the sub- 
committee of the Continuing Committee of 
Officials (federal-provincial Finance/Treasury 


Deputy Ministers) dealing with the financing of the 
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CPP. A large number of hypothetical financing 
scenarios have been prepared, and some others are 
still underway. Estimates were also prepared in 
respect of the proposals contained in the February 
1984 federal budget and in respect of miscellaneous 
proposals or scenarios requested from _ various 
sources. 


In response to a request from a member of the 
Canada Pension Plan Advisory Committee, the 
Department prepared a_ series of computer 
generated tables on the effects of credit splitting on 
marriage breakdown. The Department was also 
called on by the Auditor General to provide infor- 
mation for a study on pension administration. 


DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE 


Legislation provides that excess monies in the 
Canada Pension Plan be invested in provincial secu- 
rities, securities of provincial Crown agencies and 
securities of the Government of Canada, having a 
term to maturity of 20 years, or such lesser term as 
is fixed by the Minister of Finance on the recom- 
mendation of the Chief Actuary of the Department 
of Insurance. Prior to maturity these loans are 
redeemable, in whole or in part, only at the option 
of the Minister of Finance after six months! notice 
in writing. All securities currently outstanding have 
a term of 20 years and bear interest, fixed at the 
time of their issue, at the market yields of Canada 
bonds having terms to maturity of 20 years or more. 


Source of F unds 


Each month a determination is made of the 
amount by which the operating balance in the 
Canada Pension Plan Account is in excess of the 
amount estimated to be required to meet benefit 
payments and administrative expenses in the follow- 
ing three months. The proportion in which contribu- 
tions have been received from each province during 
the 120 montis .preceding that month serves as the 
basis for the distribution of excess monies to the 
provinces. The amount of the excess that has been 
received from the Yukon and Northwest Territories 
and from armed forces personnel and_ other 
employees outside Canada is invested in obligations 
of the Government of Canada. Should a province 
not accept the full amount offered, legislation pro- 
vides that the amount not accepted also be invested 
in securities of the Government of Canada. 


Distribution of Excess F unds 


During 1984-1985, the Investment Fund in- 
creased by $2,249,725,000, of which $2,233,064,000 
was invested in securities of the provinces or their 
Crown agencies, and $16,661,000 was invested in 
obligations of the Government of Canada. The 
provinces borrowed in full the amounts offered to 
them. The weighted average interest rate carried 
by these securities was 13.45 per cent. Table 5 
outlines the monthly distribution of the excess 


funds invested and gives the corresponding interest 
rate carried by these investments. 


At March 31, 1985, the Investment Fund total- 
led $27,554,433,000 and was invested in securities 
bearing an average interest rate of 10.57 per cent. 
Table 6 sets out the provincial distribution of excess 
funds invested during 1984-1985 and cumulatively to 
March 31, 1985. Investments during the two pre- 
vious fiscal years are also provided for comparison. 


Revenue on Operating Balance 


Legislation directs that, in determining the 
excess monies to be made available to the pro- 
vinces, an amount equal to the estimated require- 
ment to meet benefit payments and administrative 
charges in the immediately following three-month 
period be retained as part of the operating balance. 
The operating balance may not be invested in pro- 
vincial securities but earns interest computed on the 
average daily balance at a rate equal to the average 
of the unweighted average yields at tender on three- 
month Treasury Bills during the month in respect of 
which interest is paid, less one-eighth of one per 
cent. The average interest rate applicable to the 
operating balance in 1984-1985 was 11.09 per cent. 


EMPLOYMENT AND IMMIGRATION COMMISSION 


This section covers the activities of the 
Employment and Immigration Commission (Social 
Insurance Registration) concerning the Canada 
Pension Plan for the year ending March 31, 1985. 


In June 1984 a meeting was held between 
representatives of the Canada Pension Plan and 
Central Index (which administers the Social 
Insurance Number program) in order to identify and 
discuss operational concerns. 


The Central Index representatives were 
informed of the Contributor Information program 
scheduled to commence in April 1985, and the 
possible impact it could have on Canada Employ- 
ment Centres across Canada. These Centres were 
instructed as to how they are to assist the public 
concerning this program. 


The Central Index recently requested and 
obtained from CPP, all deceased person infor- 
mation. This information will enhance the integrity 
of the SIN program, and assist in detecting any 
fraudulent activity in the administration of the 
Unemployment Insurance program. 


The number of new Social Insurance Numbers 
issued during the fiscal year 1984-1985 was 517 905; 
the number of requests for amendments to records 
was 181 781; and the total number of replacement 
cards issued was 184 202. Table 8 illustrates the 
regional breakdown of Social Insurance Numbers 
issued for 1984-1985 as well as the numbers issued 
at March 31, 1985. 
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PENSION APPEALS BOARD 
CANADA PENSION PLAN PARTS I AND II 


During the fiscal year, 81 appeals were 
received involving contributions under Part I of the 
Canada Pension Plan. A total of 36 appeals were 
heard. Also, under Part II of the Act, 67 appeals 
were received and 74 heard. 


The Board held sittings in St. John's, Sydney, 
Antigonish, Magdalen Islands, Quebec, Montreal, 


Dolbeau, Alma, Matane, NewCarlisle, Hull, 
Peterborough, Toronto, Ottawa, Owen Sound, 
St. Catharines, Winnipeg, Saskatoon, Calgary, 


Edmonton, Vancouver and Victoria. 
DEPARTMENT OF SUPPLY AND SERVICES 


The Department of Supply and Services (DSS) 
provides support services to Health and Welfare 
Canada (HWC) through the development, main- 
tenance, and operation of computer’ systems 
required to record contributors' earnings, payment 
of benefits and the production of management infor- 
mation statistics and statements related to the 
Canada Pension Plan. 


Benefit Payments 


During 1984-1985, the volume of cheques issued 
by DSS was 18.3 million which was an increase of 
6 per cent over 1983-1984. For the annual reporting 
of pension income required by National Revenue 
Canada, 1.7 million T4A(P) information slips with a 
total value of $4 billion, were issued to CPP bene- 
ficiaries. 


The further decentralization of HWC operations 
to four offices in Ontario has proceeded according 
to plan and the Timmins pilot was completed on 
schedule. The Toronto pilot has been started and 
the Chatham pilot is scheduled for 1985. 


Electronic Data Processing (EDP) 


The integration of the network and computers 
used to support both HWC and DSS operations has 
proceeded with a completion date of June 1985. 
The resulting computer communications capability 
will provide the basis for the integration of systerns 
and operations in both Health and Welfare and 
Supply and Services offices. Major changes con- 
tinued to be made to CPP teleprocessing network 
and to the on-line inquiry systems to provide more 
timely data to regional processing centres by dis- 
playing more information on the terminal screens. 
The network and these systems have been extended 
to service all of the full time HWC offices in 
Canada. 
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Computer F acilities 


Computer facilities used to support CPP con- 
tinued to be provided from the DSS Vanier Data 
Centre which Capacity was further increased to 
meet increasing workload demands and maintain the 
level of service. This data centre provides HWC the 
on-line capability for HWC regional staff to access 
computer data file information that resides on the 
Vanier computer system. 


The DSS National Capital Region Services 
Centre has been established as the production 
centre for the consolidation of existing production 
activities in Ottawa. Cheque issue for Ontario, 
Quebec and disability payments across Canada con- 
tinued to be issued from this centre which is also 
responsible for the mailing of Statements and Terms 
and Conditions issued for the Contributor Infor- 
mation Program. 


To support this program DSS has developed an 
on-line index system for processing 9.5 million 
names and addresses of contributors, with the appli- 
cation of a laser printing system to provide the high 
quality needed for the statements and the use of a 
sophisticated on-line mailing facility which verifies 
documents are being matched and selectively adds 
enclosures, seals envelopes in one high-speed, con- 
tinuous operation.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CANADA PENSION 
PLAN ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


1984-1985 


The Advisory Committee is a statutory body 
established under Section 117 of the Canada Pension 
Plan. The role of the Committee is to review the 
Operation of the Act, the state of the Canada 
Pension Plan Investment Fund, and the adequacy of 
coverage and benefits under the plan. The Com- 
mittee reports the results of its findings and makes 
appropriate recommendations to the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare. 


The Advisory Committee is to consist of not 
more than 16 members appointed by the Governor in 
Council to represent employees, employers, self- 
employed persons and the public. During the course 
of the year, five members had terms which expired, 
two members were re-appointed and six new 
appointments* were made, for a total of fourteen 
active members as of March 31, 1985. 


1, That a modified pay-as-you-go funding method 
be adopted for implementation in 1994 with a 
reserve sufficient to satisfy two years of 
benefits and administrative expenses. 


2. That contribution rates be adjusted to incor- 


porate the costs of any new benefits introduced 
to the plan. 


3. “That the Government of Canada begin discus- 
sions with the provinces now so that decisions 
can be reached well before the implementation 
date. 


The Committee also gave approval in principle 
to a report on survivor benefits, which is being 
finalized. The subcommittee on the adequacy is 
continuing its work. Its terms of reference are to 
st udy: 


1. Options for calculating the Year's Maximum 
Pensionable Earnings (Y MPE); and

During the 1984-85 fiscal year, the Advisory 
Committee held one meeting in Ottawa in May and 
one in Montreal in October. 


At its fall meeting, the Advisory Committee 
adopted a budget to guide its expenditures for the 
fiscal year 1985-86. 


Three sub-committees, studying the funding of 
the Canada Pension Plan, the adequacy of benefits 
and survivor benefits, were in operation during the 
year. The Committee's report on the funding of the 
Canada Pension Plan was finalized, submitted to the 
Minister and subsequently tabled in the House of 
Commons on March 12, 1985. The major recom- 
mendations of the Report are as follows: 
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2. the overall question of the adequacy and 
appropriateness of the YMPE as a basis for 
maximum benefit determination. 


The Advisory Committee also forwarded a 
resolution, adopted in November 1983, relating to 
the division of CPP credits to the Minister. The 
resolution supported mandatory credit-splitting on 
divorce and suggested amending the CPP to prevent 
the abrogation of the right to divide CPP benefits 
by virtue of other agreements. 


As well, in keeping with its statutory functions, 
the Committee examined annual reports of the 
seven government departments and boards that have 
responsibilities for various aspects of the operation 
of the Canada Pension Plan.

Notes to Statements for the year ended March 31, 
1985 


1. Plan description and authority 


The Canada Pension Plan (the plan) is a com- 
pulsory and contributory social insurance plan which 
enables members of the labour force to acquire and 
retain protection for themselves and their families 
against loss of income due to retirement, disability 
or death. The plan applies in all parts of Canada, 
except for the Province of Quebec which has a 
parallel plan. 


Under existing arrangements, all benefits and 
all costs incurred in the administration of the plan 
are financed by the contributions made by 
employees, employers and self-employed persons 
and the interest earned from the investment of 
funds. 


The Canada Pension Plan Account (the 
Account) was established in the accounts of Canada 
by Section 110.(1) of the Canada Pension plan, a 
1965 Act of Parliament, to record the contributions, 
interest, benefits and expenses of the plan. 


The Canada Pension Plan Investment F und (the 
F und) was established in the accounts of Canada by 
Section 111.(1) of the plan to record the investment 
in securities of the provinces and Canada. 


2. Accounting policies 
Canada Pension Plan Account 


The amounts credited and charged to the 
Account are in accordance with Sections 110.(2) and 
110.(3) of the plan, respectively. Contributions, 
interest and benefits are recorded on a cash basis. 
Contributions are received from Revenue Canada - 
Taxation based on estimates of collections for the 
current year and adjustments to the estimates of 
prior years. Expenses are recorded on an accrual 
basis. The balance in the Account represents the 
accumulated excess of contributions and interest 
over benefits and expenses to date. 


Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund 


The amounts charged and credited to the Fund 
are in accordance with Section 111.(2) of the plan. 
All securities held are carried at cost, are non- 
negotiable and have a term of 20 years or such 
lesser period as may be determined by the Minister 
of Finance on the recommendation of the Chief 
Actuary of the Department of Insurance.

4. Expenses 


Expenses of the Account represent the costs of 
administration charged by six federal government 
departments: Revenue Canada - Taxation (col- 
lection of contributions); Health and Welfare 
(administration); Supply and Services (cheque issue 
and computer services); Public Works (accom- 
modation); Employment and Immigration (assign- 
ment of social insurance numbers and maintenance 
of central index); and Insurance (actuarial services). 


5. Investment in securities 


Operating balances on deposit with the 
Receiver General in excess of estimated cash 
requirements for the following three-month period 
are available for purchases of securities of the 
provinces and Canada. The monies available for 


Se 


securities purchases are allocated to the provinces 
based on the proportion of contributions credited to 
the Account during the preceding 10 years in 
respect of employment in a given province to the 
total contributions in those years. The portion 
attributed to employment in the Yukon Territory, 
the Northwest Territories and certain other 
employees outside Canada are invested in securities 
of Canada. 


The securities of Quebec relate to the contri- 
butions of certain federal employees, such as 
members of the Canadian Armed Forces, who are 
residents in the Province of Quebec. 


6. Financing of the plan 


When the plan was introduced, the combined 
employer-employee contribution rate was set at 
3.6% of the contributory earnings with the under- 
standing that this would be sufficient to meet the 
cost of benefits and administration for a certain 
period of time but not indefinitely. In the initial 
years, a fund would be built up from which resources 
would be used to purchase securities of the prov- 
inces and, to a much lesser extent, securities of 
Canada as described in Note 5. However, since 
inception of the plan, it has been recognized that 
the 3.6% contribution rate would need to be raised 
at some point in the future. 


The plan is not designed to be fully funded on a 
private sector pension plan basis. However, if the 
Plan were to be fully funded, the Chief Actuary of 
the Department of Insurance estimates that an 
additional $215 billion would need to be invested at 
December 31, 1984 to pay future benefits of all 
contributors and pensioners in the Plan at that time. 
The estimate is based upon ultimate assumptions 
used in the most recent actuarial report, tabled in 
the House of Commons on June 5, 1984. 


The annual cost of benefits and expenses 
exceeded the amount of annual contributions in the 
year ended March 31, 1985. The actuarial report 
indicated that if no changes were made to the 
combined employer-employee contribution rate of 
3.6% a gradually increasing proportion of the 
interest would be needed after 1985 to finance 
benefits and expenses, and no further funds, apart 
from the reinvestment of a portion of interest owed 
to the Account, would be available to the provinces 
as loans. The Account would continue to grow until 
1994 when all of the interest would be needed to 
meet payments. If the increase in the contribution 
rate were delayed beyond 1994, the balance of the 
Account would start to decline and by the year 
2004, it would be exhausted. The contribution rate 
would have to increase to 6.1% in 2004 and then 
slowly rise to a relatively stable rate of between 10 
and 11% by 2030 in order to maintain benefit 
payments. 


Under existing legislation, any proposed enact- 
ment to alter the general level of benefits or the 
rate of contributions requires agreement by at least 
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two-thirds of the 10 provinces having an aggregate 
of not less than two-thirds of the population. 


A long-term financing philosophy for the plan 
which will include the timing and rate of increase of 
the contribution rate is being considered by the 
provinces and the federal government.

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INTRODUCTION 


In the past, separate reports were tabled in Parliament on the Canada 
Pension Plan, Old Age Security and Family Allowances programs. This is the 
first consolidated report. 


The objective of the Old Age Security program, Canada Pension Plan and 
Family Allowances is to maintain and improve the income security of the 
people of Canada. They provide financial benefits to or on behalf of 
virtually all Canadians and their families. They provide Canadians with the 
assurance that support is available if certain events arise and at specific 
points in their lives. 


The Old Age Security program and Canada Pension Plan form part of Canada's 
three-tiered retirement income system. This system consists of Old Age 
Security payments and income tested Supplements which are paid on a 
residence basis, the Canada Pension Plan which is a compulsory, contributory 
Program, and private retirement income sources such as employer-sponsored 
pension plans and Registered Retirement Savings Plans. Family Allowances is 
a part of the child benefit system which includes Family Allowances and 
Child Tax Credit. Its purpose is to help offset the cost of raising the 
nation's children. 


Health and Welfare Canada, through the Income Security Programs Branch, 
administers the Canada Pension Plan, Old Age Security and Family Allowances 
programs through a network of offices across Canada. 


The activities of the Income Security Programs Branch are divided into five 
main categories. The client service centres provide program information, 
guidance and assistance to the general public. In these offices individuals 
may obtain information on the programs, on their entitlements to benefits 
and on their accounts. Clients may also use client service centres to 
initiate administrative changes to their benefit files. To increase the 
public's awareness, booths are displayed at exhibitions and fairs and in 
shopping centres across Canada. Staff members also appear on radio and 
television and at pre-retirement seminars. 


Claims processing is responsible for determining the eligibility and 
calculating benefit entitlement and authorizing and controlling the 
benefits. 


There is also a network of operation Support staff whose main function is to 
provide service for the processing units. Indexes of applicant and 
beneficiary names, addresses and account numbers are maintained. Mail is 
sorted and delivered. Files are created and maintained. The Support staff 
is also responsible for microfilming files, providing word-processing 
services and data processing benefit files from which benefit cheques are 
issued. 


The policy support group is responsible for providing analysis and advice to 
the Minister and senior management on matters related to the objectives, 
results and impacts of the Income Security Programs existing legislation, on 


proposals for change, the development of social security matters in general, 
program planning and international liaison. This group is responsible for 
all Ministerial correspondence and appeals relating to Income Security 
Programs, for the interpretation of legislation to field staff and for the 
development of information programs directed at current and eventual Income 
Security Programs beneficiaries. 


Management and administration is responsible for the senior management of 
the Branch and its support groups. 


The total number of authorized person-years for the period March 1985 - 
March 1986 was 3,042. The operating budget for 1985-86 was $115.1 million. 
Of this amount, $89.3 million was for personnel costs, while the remainder 
ot $25.8 million was for other operating costs. 


Regional offices are located in the capital city of each province. Ontario, 
because of its size and population, has two additional regional offices 
located in Chatham and Timmins. Each regional office is responsible for the 
processing of applications and the payment of benefits. The Edmonton 
regional office is responsible for application and benefit administration 
for clients in Alberta, the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


A complete list of the regional offices and client service centres is 
located at the back of this report. 


Reference to Other Statistical Material 


There are a number of regular publications which provide useful material and 
Statistics on the Old Age Security, Canada Pension Plan and Family 
Allowances programs. 


Statistics Canada issues a series of publications on Social Security 
National Programs. The issues of special relevance. include, ,Qld_ Age 


Security, Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's Allowance (Catalogue No. 
86-509), Canada _ and Quebec Pension Plans (Catalogue No. 86-507) and Family 
Allowances and Related Programs (Catalogue No. 86-508). In addition, 


information can be found in the Public Accounts of Canada, in Part III of 
the Main Estimates, and in the Department of National Health and Welfare's 
Annual Report. The Department of National Health and Welfare also regularly 
publishes a booklet entitled Basic Facts on Social Security Programs which 


details pertinent statistics and design features of the program. 


A good source of information on the general description of how the programs 
operate, who is eligible and how benefits are determined can be found in 


Overview: The Income Security Programs of Health and Welfare Canada. 


Statistics covering all three programs are published regularly in Monthly 
Statistics Income Security Programs. 


Information particular to the Canada Pension Plan can be found in the annual 
publication Canada Pension Plan Contributors, published by National Health 
and Welfare. The Department of Insurance regularly produces actuarial 
assessments of the Canada Pension Plan, depicting long-term costs of the 
Plan under a range of scenarios. 


OLD AGE SECURITY PROGRAM 


The Old Age Security program is the foundation of Canada's retirement income 
system. Benefits under the program are the Old Age Security pension, the 


Guaranteed Income Supplement and the Spouse's Allowance. Application must 
be made for the benefits. 


All benefit and administration costs are funded from the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund. Benefits are paid in Canadian dollars and may be received 
outside Canada under some circumstances. Old Age Security pensions are 
considered as taxable income while the Guaranteed Income Supplement and the 
Spouse's Allowance are not. 


In 1985-86 there were 2,764,218 beneficiaries who received $12,524 ,848,714 
in benefits. 


Coverage 


An Old Age Security pension is payable at age 65 to persons who have 
fulfilled residence requirements, and who are Canadian citizens or legally 
resident in Canada when their applications are approved. The pension amount 
is based on the length of residence in Canada. The pension normally begins 
the month following the 65th birthday, provided that application has been 
made. In the case of a late application, retroactivity is a maximum of five 
years. Pensioners who have 20 or more years of residence in Canada after 
age 18 may receive the Old Age Security pension indefinitely while living 
outside Canada. Those with fewer than 20 years of residence after age 18 
may be paid for the month of departure and an additional six months only. 
Payment is then suspended until the pensioner resumes residence in Canada. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added to the Old Age Security pension 
for pensioners who have no income or a limited income. Entitlement is 
normally based on income in the preceding calendar year, computed in 
accordance with the Income Tax Act but excluding Old Age Security payments. 
In determining entitlement for a married applicant, the incomes of both 
spouses are taken into account. 


Individuals who receive a partial Old Age Security pension and whose income, 
with the Old Age Security and Guaranteed Income Supplement, falls below a 
certain level may be entitled to receive additional Guaranteed Income 
Supplement benefits. These individuals are guaranteed the same minimum 
income as pensioners who receive the full Old Age Security pension. 


A pensioner in receipt of the Supplement who leaves Canada may continue to 
receive the Supplement for the month of departure and for an additional six 
months only. The Supplement may be reinstated when the pensioner resumes 
residence in Canada. 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement application form is sent to each Old Age 
Security applicant upon approval of the pension application. To ensure 
continued entitlement to the Supplement, a renewal application must be 
completed each year and returned prior to the start of the new fiscal year 
in April. 


Spouse's Allowance 


A Spouse's Allowance may be paid to the spouse of an Old Age Security 
pensioner if the spouse is between ages 60 and 64. A spouse may be entitled 
to receive the Allowance if he or she has a minimum of 10 years of residence 
in Canada after age 18. The spouse must be a Canadian citizen or legally 
resident in Canada when the application is approved, and the combined income 
of the couple must not exceed the maximum permitted by the legislation. 


Under the legislation, a spouse who is widowed while in receipt of benefits 
could continue to receive the Spouse's Allowance. Effective September 1985, 
widows and widowers age 60 to 64 are also eligible to receive Spouse's 
Allowance benefits provided they meet the residence requirements and have 
limited income, 


Spouse's Allowance application forms are mailed to pensioners identified as 
having a spouse in the eligible age group and are also available on request 
from any Income Security Programs Client Service Centre. A renewal 
application must be submitted each year. 


When a Spouse's Allowance recipient leaves Canada, the Allowance is paid for 
the month of departure and for an additional six months only, but may begin 
again upon resumption of residence in Canada. 


Changes to the Old Age Security Program and Their Costs 


The Old Age Security program was amended, effective September 1985 St oMpay 
benefits to widows and widowers in the 60 to 64 age category who meet 
certain residence and income level requirements. As of March 1986 some 
54,024 widows and widowers were in pay and program expenditures for 1985-86 
were close to $124 million.

Benefits paid under the Old Age Security Act are increased in January, 
April, July and October of each year, in accordance with the increase in the 
cost-of-living as measured by the Consumer Price Index. ~ 
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Estimated Beneficiary and Cost Forecasts 


The expenditures of the Old Age Security program are largely dependent upon 
demographic conditions. As the population of Canada gradually ages and the 
number of people in the 65 and over age category increases, program expenses 
will similarly increase. The Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's 
Allowance expenditures take into account not only the number of people in 


the relevant age groups but also the income status of the recipient 
population. 


Long-term Projections 


Long-term projections, using the same economic assumptions as presented in 
the Department of Insurance's most recent actuarial report on the Canada 
Pension Plan (report No. 10), have been prepared for the Old Age Security, 
Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's Allowance programs. The 
projections are provided at the end of this section. The graph also 
includes long-term projections for the Canada Pension Plan and the Family 
Allowances program. 


Appeals 


An applicant or recipient who is dissatisfied with a decision may appeal to 
a tribunal established in accordance with Old Age Security regulations. 
Before commencing an appeal, the applicant may submit a written request to 
the Regional Director to reconsider the decision. This request must 
normally be made within 90 days from the day on which a copy of the decision 
was mailed to the applicant. 


In 1985-86, six tribunal hearings for Old Age Security purposes were held 
across Canada. Two appeals were upheld and four appeals were denied. 


Changes to the Old Age Security Act and Regulations 
The following amendments were made and published in the Canada Gazette:

Proclamation declaring that the Agreement on Social Security between Canada 
and Sweden came into force January 1, 1986

Proclamation declaring that the Agreement on Social Security between Canada 
and Denmark came into force January 1, 1986 


Amendments to the Old Age Security Act were published in the Statutes of 
Canada during the fiscal year 1985-1986: 


Bill C-26, An Act to Amend the Old Age Security Act - Assented to June 28, 


1985, being Chapter No. 30 in the Statutes of Canada, 1985 provides for the 
extension of the Spouse's Allowance to all needy widow(ers) aged 60 to 64, 
regardless of the age at which the spouse died. 
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CANADA PENSION PLAN 


The Canada Pension Plan (CPP), the second tier in Canada's three-tier 
retirement income system, began in January 1966. It is a compulsory 
contributory social insurance program which provides a basic level of 
protection against the decline in earnings normally associated with the 
retirement, disability or death of the wage-earner. Together with the Old 
Age Security basic pension it is intended to provide a basic income on which 
Canadians can count in making their personal pension provisions. 


The Plan is funded entirely by the contributions of employees, employers and 
the self-employed, as well as the earnings on the investments of the Canada 
Pension Plan Investment Fund. The Plan operates in all parts of Canada 
except in Quebec which has its own similar pension program, the Quebec 
Pension Plan (QPP). Application must be made for all Canada Pension Plan 
benefits. Benefits are payable in Canadian dollars anywhere in the world 
and are considered as taxable income. Contributions are tax deductible for 
both the employee and the employer. 


There were 1,/92,307 beneficiaries who received approximately $4.9 billion 
in benefits. There were approximately 8 million contributors, contributing 
$4,495,146,000 to the Canada Pension Plan account. As of March 31, 1986 the 
Canada Pension Plan account was $31,714,802. 


TYPES OF BENEFITS 


Benefits under the Canada Pension Plan may be classified under three major 
headings; retirement pensions, survivors benefits and disability benefits. 


Retirement Pensions 


The retirement pension is payable only to contributors age 65 or over, 
whether or not they have retired from work. 


The Canada Pension Plan legislation provides for the payment of retroactive 
retirement benefits for a maximum of 12 months. The retroactive period 
cannot include months during which the contributor worked and made 
contributions to the Plan. Application may be made for retroactive benefits 
on behalf: of persons who were otherwise eligible for a benefit but who died 
without applying. 


On December 13, 1985 the federal and provincial Ministers of Finance reached 
agreement on major changes to the Canada Pension Plan to take effect January 
lie 1957" Among the changes agreed to is the provision allowing for the 
payment of a retirement pension as early as age 60, if the applicant has 
wholly or substantially ceased working, or as late as age 70. The pensions 
will be paid with attendant actuarial benefit adjustments. Under these 
amendments there is no provision for retroactive payment before age 70. 


Survivor Benefits 


There are three types of survivor benefits: a surviving spouse's pension, 
an orphan's benefit and a death benefit. 
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Surviving spouse's pension 


A surviving spouse's pension is a monthly pension for the surviving spouse 
of a deceased contributor if the minimum contribution provisions have been 
met. Survivors with dependent children, those with a disability and those 
age 45 and over are eligible for a full Surviving spouse's pension, For 
Survivors who are under age 45 at the time of the contributor's death and 
who are neither disabled nor caring for dependent children of the 
contributor, benefits are reduced by 1/120 for each month the survivor is 
under age 45. Survivors under age 35 who are not disabled or caring for the 
dependent child of the deceased contributor are not eligible for a surviving 
spouse's pension until they reach age 65, unless they become disabled. 


A surviving spouse who has contributed to the Canada Pension Plan may be 
entitled to a combined retirement-survivor pension or a combined 
disability-survivor pension. Both combined pensions are Subject to a 
maximum level of payment equal to the maximum retirement pension. 


The proposed amendments which were announced in December 1985, to come into 
effect in January 1987, provide for a new calculation of combined pensions 
which will increase some benefit entitlements. They also provide for the 
continued payment of survivor's pensions upon remarriage and for the 
reinstatement upon application of those benefits which had previously been 
suspended due to the remarriage of the surviving spouse. 


Orphan's benefits 


An orphan's benefit is a flat-rate monthly benefit provided for the 
dependent child of a deceased contributor. To be eligible the child must be 
a natural child, a child who has been adopted legally or in fact or a child 
who was in the custody and control of the deceased contributor. He or she 
must be under age 18, or age 18 to 25 and in full-time attendance at school 
or university. 


The changes agreed to in December 1985 allow for the payment of up to two 
orphan's and/or disabled contributor's child's benefits effective January 
1987, if the earnings of both contributor parents are lost’ through 
disability or death. 

Death benefit 


The death benefit is a lump-sum benefit payable to or on behalf of the 
estate of the deceased contributor. 


Disability Benefits 


There are two types of disability benefits: a disability pension and a 
disabled contributor's child's benefit.

Disability pension 


Disability pensions are payable to contributors who meet the minimum 
contributory requirements and who are considered to be disabled for Canada 
Pension Plan purposes. The disability must be a physical or mental 
impairment that is both severe and prolonged; “severe” means that the 
contributor is not able to regularly pursue any substantially gainful 
employment and “prolonged” means that such disability is likely to be of 
indefinite duration or is likely to result in death. The disability pension 
is made up of a flat-rate portion plus an earnings-related portion which is 
equal to 75% of the calculated retirement pension. 


Under the federal/provincial agreement announced in December 1985 amendments 
coming into force in January 198/7 will reduce the period of time in which 
contributions must be made to meet the minimum contributory requirements and 
increase the flat-rate portion of the disability benefit. The increase in 
the flat-rate will also apply to disability benefits already in pay. 


Disabled contributor's child's benefit 


Benefits are payable in respect of the dependent children of disabled 
contributors on the same formula basis and subject to the same conditions as 
the orphan's benefits mentioned earlier. 


Quebec Pension Plan (QPP) 


The Canada Pension Plan and the Quebec Pension Plan are similar in the 
important areas of annual contributions, maximum pensionable earnings and 
annual escalation of benefits. Certain differences, however, do exist 
between the two Plans. 


The. amendments to the Canada Pension Plan which were agreed upon in December 
1985, to become effective January 1987, will bring the Canada Pension Plan 
level of benefits closer to that paid under the Quebec Pension Plan. 


Dual Contributors 


A “dual contributor”, that is, an individual who «has: made’ jvalad 
contributions to both the Canada Pension Plan and the Quebec Pension Plan, 
need only apply to one administration in order to receive benefits to which 
he or she is entitled. Under an agreement between the two Plans, the 
administration having responsibility for the payment of the benefit is 
determined by the usual place of residence of the contributor at the time of 
application or, in the case of survivor benefits, the contributor's place of 
residence at the time of death. Where a person has made contributions to 
only one of the Plans, he or she applies to the Plan to which he or she 
contributed, regardless of residence at the time of application. 


Benefit Rates 
At the end of March 1986, 1,847,636 monthly benefits were in pay. This 


represents an increase of 124,192 or 7.21% during the 1985-86 fiscal year. 
Total benefits were approximately $4.9 billion.

Benefits are escalated in January of each year to reflect the full increase 
in the cost of living, as measured by the Consumer Price Index, in the 
previous twelve months ending in October. Accordingly, all Canada Pension 


Plan benefits in pay at the end of 1985 were increased in January 1986 by 
“eA.

Contributions 


Contributions to the Plan are compulsory and are made on earnings from 
Salary or wages received as an employee or on net earnings from 
self-employment as defined under the Income Tax Act. Contributions are made 
on annual earnings above a minimum called the "Year's Basic Exemption” (YBE) 
up to a ceiling called the “Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings" (YMPE). 
The YBE and YMPE are adjusted annually. For 1986 the YBE was $2,500 and the 
YMPE was $25,800. 


Contributions are made by members of the Canadian labour force between the 
ages of 18 and 65 but may continue to be made until age 70 if the 
contributor so chooses and if he or she remains employed until that time. 
No contributions can be made after age /0 or after an applicant begins 
receiving a Canada Pension Plan retirement pension. Contributions are also 
not made while in receipt of a Canada Pension Plan disability pension. 


While contributions are made only on earnings between the Year's Basic 
Exemption and Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings, the amount of 
earnings-related benefits is calculated using all earnings up to and 
including the Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings. 


Statement of Earnings 


Contributors are entitled to receive information once in any period of 12 
months, on the unadjusted pensionable earnings shown in their account in the 
Record of Earnings. By regularly reviewing their account, contributors are 
able to detect and report any errors or omissions in their career earnings 
record. 
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Rate of Contributions 


Employees in 1986 and in previous years contributed at the rate of 1.8% of 
their contributory earnings, with a matching contribution being made by 
their employers. Self-employed persons contribute at the rate of 3.6%. 


Agreement was reached between the federal and provincial governments, as 
announced in 1985 for gradual increases in the contributory rate to begin in 
1987. 


Contributory Period 


The contributory period begins the later of January 1966 or age 18 and ends 
the earlier of age 70 or the month before a retirement pension goes into 


pay. 


In the calculation of an individual's entitlement to benefits certain 
periods are excluded. Any months an individual was in receipt of a Canada 
Pension Plan disability pension are disregarded. There is also a 
“child-rearing drop-out" provision which allows for an individual eligible 
to receive Family Allowances for a child under the age of seven, to exclude 
months where his/her earnings are below his/her average. As well, periods 
of low or no earnings (up to 15% of the total remaining contributory period) 
are excluded in the calculation of benefits. In addition, low-earning 
months after age 65 do not count. These various drop-out provisions cannot 
reduce the contributory period to less than 120 months. 


As of January 1, 1987, in accordance with the amendments, the contributory 
period can cease as early as age 60. 


Social Insurance Numbers 


Social Insurance Numbers are used by the Canada Pension Plan as a unified, 
controlled means of identifying earnings, contributions and benefits for 
each participant in the Plan. Each contributor must have a Social Insurance 
Number so that all his or her earnings can be fully and accurately recorded 
in the Record of Earnings. This; “ing,turn will, vsensure:tthat’ abiG@vof tthe 
contributory earnings are included in the determination of entitlement and 
the calculation of benefits. 


To avoid hardship to contributors and beneficiaries who have failed to 
obtain numbers, the Ministers of National Revenue and National Health and 
Welfare have both been empowered to cause Social Insurance Numbers to be 
assigned to such individuals by the Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission. 


Administrative Performance 


Total Program efficiency takes into account all dollars spent by Income 
Security Programs, Health and Welfare Canada, on the administration of the 
Canada Pension Plan. Efficiency percentages relate the current costs to 
those costs required to perform the same business in the base year of 
1979-80. During the fiscal year 1985-1986 the program efficiency increased 
from 120.24 to 125.054, an increase of 4.75%. $39,328,000 was charged to 
the Canada Pension Plan in this period. 
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Appeals Process 


Any contributor or beneficiary may appeal any decision affecting his or her 
Canada Pension Plan benefits or contributory record. 


An appeal must be made to the Minister of National Health and Welfare within 
12 months of receipt of the decision. If dissatisfied with the decision of 
the Minister, an appellant may continue his or her appeal to a Review 
Committee. A Review Committee is made up of a representative chosen by the 
appellant, one chosen on behalf of the Minister and the third, who is the 
chairperson, is chosen on agreement of the other two members. The final 
level of appeal is to the Pension Appeals Board. A panel of the Pension 
Appeals Board is made up of at least three judges of the Federal Court of 
Canada or of a superior, district or county court of a province. The 
decision of the Pension Appeals Board is final and binding. Statistics 
concerning the Canada Pension Plan appeals can be found at the end of this 
section. 


Those appeals relating to coverage and contributions must be made to the 
Minister of National Revenue within 90 days of the date of mailing of a 
Notice of Assessment. If the appellant is not satisfied with the Minister's 
decision, further appeal may be made to the Pension Appeals Board within 90 
days of being informed of the decision. The decision of the Pension Appeals 
Board is final. 


For self-employed persons, appeals with reference to the assessment of their 
earnings for Canada Pension Plan purposes are treated as appeals under the 
Income Tax Act. 


Changes to the Canada Pension Plan and Regulations 


Chapter No. 38 in the Statutes of Canada 1985, Bill C-6l1, An Act to amend 


the Judges Act, the Federal Court Act, the Canada Pension Plan and the 
National Defence Act in relation to judicial matters and to amend an Act to 
amend the Judges Act and the Federal Court Act in consequence thereof - 


Assented to June 28, 1985, changed the number of judges who are members of 
the Pension Appeals Board. 


The following amendments were made to the Canada Pension Plan Regulations 
and published in the Canada Gazette: 


SOR/85 - 1087 dated November 21, 1985 (P.C. 1985 - 3410 dated November 21, 
1985) 


The amendment revises the category of employment in Canada by the Government 
of the United States that is included in pensionable employment under the 
Canada Pension Plan. 


SOR/85 -— 1164 dated December 12, 1985 (P.C. 1985 - 3605 dated December 12, 
1985) 


The Amendment prescribes an employee's maximum contributions for 1986 and 
the basic exemption as well as the amounts thereof applicable to certain pay 
periods. It also revises the amounts in Schedule I to retlect the increase 
in the Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings. 
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Departmental Responsibilities 


Division of Responsibility 


The Canada Pension Plan legislation specifies that the Minister of National 
Health and Welfare is responsible for the administration of all parts of the 
Act, with the exception of Part I, which comes under the jurisdiction of the 
Minister of National Revenue. Part I concerns the coverage of persons under 
the Plan and the collection of contributions. Parts II and III deal with 
the payment of benefits and the general administration of the Plan. 


Health and Welfare Canada 
Record of Earnings 


In the administration of the Act, Health and Welfare Canada maintains a 
record of earnings for each contributor to the Canada Pension Plan. 


As at March 31, 1986, the Record of Earnings statistics were:

In addition to the data referred to above and contained in the Record of 
EBarnings “Master File", files are also maintained for earnings and 
contributions information, which, because of incomplete or inaccurate data, 
cannot be credited to an individual contributor's account:

With the cooperation of Revenue Canada, Taxation and Employment ' and 
Immigration Canada, 22,787 records were identified during the past year and 
transferred to the Record of Earnings regular files. 


A total of 56,835 statements of earnings were requested by contributors and 
issued to them during the Last fiscal year. 


Information Activities 


Under the Contributor Information Program, each contributor to the Canada 
Pension Plan receives a personalized information kit which includes a 
Statement showing his or her contributions to the Plan. The statement shows 
an estimate of the retirement benefits as if the contributor were eligible 
for retirement on the date of issue of the Statement. Other CPP benefits 
are also estimated: disability, survivor and dependent children's benefits, 
and the lump-sum death benefit. Each contributor receives a statement 
approximately once every four years. Contributors are also invited to 
report discrepancies, errors or omissions. The kits also contain a "Terms 
and Conditions" document describing the benefits and the conditions for 
eligibility. This program was fully implemented in April 1985, after having 
been successfully tested with the mailing of 5,000 kits in the province of 
Manitoba during January 1985. 
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The special production and enveloping equipment acquired by Supply and 
Services Canada to support this program was delivered in September 1985. As 
a result, full scale mailing started in the fall of 1985. 


A total of 3,678,590 kits were mailed to contributors in the age group 40 to 
65 during the year. A total of 41,752 enquiries were received from 
contributors regarding apparent discrepancies, errors or omissions to data 
shown on their individual statements. 


In addition, information concerning all aspects of the Old Age Security 
program, Canada Pension Plan and Family Allowances program is provided to 
the public. Booklets are written and updated as necessary and distributed 
to the public. Pertinent information is frequently forwarded to pensioners 
by means of inserts included with Old Age Security, Canada Pension Plan and 
Family Allowances cheques. The cheque inserts are written by officials of 
Health and Welfare Canada who are also responsible for having them printed 
and included with the applicable cheques. 


Program Delivery Activities 


Health and Welfare Canada personnel advise applicants with regard to the 
kinds of benefits available, minimum requirements for eligibility with 
regard to contribution, age, residence and marital status. They provide any 
assistance which may be necessary in completing application forms and help 
in obtaining documentation which is required. Applications are processed. 
Benefit entitlement is determined and the amount of the benefit is 
calculated. 


Administering the appeals procedure is the responsibility of Health and 
Welfare Canada. This entails following each appeal from the first stage in 
the appeals process to its resolution. Health and Welfare Canada officials 
are responsible for setting up Review Committee hearings across Canada and 
ensuring that each member has a copy of all pertinent information concerning 
the appellant. Officials also provide all necessary information to the 
Registrar of Appeals for all cases that are appealed to the Pension Appeals 
Board. 


Accounts are maintained for all beneficiaries and the benefit payment system 
is administered by Health and Welfare Canada. Departmental officials are 
also responsible for advising on legislative, policy and program design and 
for providing the administrative services for the Canada Pension Plan 
Advisory Committee and the Pension Appeals Board. 


Department of Finance 


The Department of Finance is responsible for assessing the economic 
implications of issues such as government policy proposals, pension benefit 
changes, and contribution rates on the Canada Pension Plan and the economy 
as a whole. They also act as the liaison between the Government and their 
counterparts in the provinces with regard to the purchase of provincial 
securities on behalf of the fund and to the implication of changes to the 
Canada Pension Plan legislation. 


Each month, the Department of Finance determines the amount by which the 
operating balance in the Canada Pension Plan Account is in excess of the 
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amount estimated to be required to meet benefit payments and administrative 
expenses in the following three months. These excess funds are made avail- 
able for the purchase of securities of any province and for the purchase of 
securities of the Government of Canada, for a twenty-year term. (A lesser 
term may be fixed by the Minister of Finance upon recommendation of the 
Chief Actuary of the Department of Insurance.) The amount of the excess 
funds offered to each province is in proportion to the contributions 
received from residents in that province during the preceding 120 months. 
The operating balance for 1985-86 was invested at an average interest rate 
of 9.41% percent. 


Department of Insurance 


The Chief Actuary of the Department of Insurance is responsible for the 
preparation of reports on the projected financial state of the Plan and on 
the effects on the Fund of proposed amendments to the Plan. 


The Department of Insurance is not involved in the day-to-day administration 
of the Canada Pension Plan. Its responsibilities are limited to actuarial 
examinations, special reports concerned with amending legislation and 
recommendations concerning the term to maturity of securities purchased for 
the Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund. $371,000 was charged to the Canada 
Pension Plan by the Department of Insurance for Canada Pension Plan activity 
fn 1385-36. 


Employment and Immigration Canada 


Employment and Immigration Canada is responsible for assigning Social 
Insurance Numbers to individuals and for maintaining the Central Index of 
those numbers. It assists Health and Welfare Canada to streamline the 
operational procedures. To meet the needs of the public and to avoid dupli- 
cation of efforts, both Employment and Immigration Canada and Health and 
Welfare Canada have Social Insurance Registration material to amend contri- 
butors' social insurance numbers. This means that clients are not referred 
to another government department unnecessarily. Employment and Immigration 
Canada charged $1,004,000 for activities in 1985-86 relating to the Canada 
Pension Plan. 


Supply and Services Canada 


Supply and Services Canada, in addition to its Statutory responsibilities, 
provides assistance to Health and Welfare- Canada in the operation of the 
electronic data processing service that is required to maintain the official 
Record of Earnings of contributors and to calculate the benefits payable. 


The services include the development, maintenance, enhancement and Operation 
of the information Processing systems required to record contributors' earn- 
ings, to pay benefits and to produce management information statistics and 
Statements related to the Canada Pension Plan. 


Systems work during 1985-86 dealt mainly with the maintenance of existing 
Systems and the development of a new system, the "Retirement Income Informa- 
tion System". This system Supports the client counselling services provided 
by Income Security Programs by estimating future benefits based on actual 
and projected contributory periods and rates. 
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Supply and Services Canada supported the decentralization activities of the 
Income Security Programs Branch. These activities included the establish- 
ment of a regional office in Chatham, Ontario to provide services to south- 
western Ontario. They also included the decentralization of Canada Pension 
Plan applications processing from Ottawa to Toronto. The National Capital 
Region services office is responsible for the issuing of cheques for the 
Ontario and Quebec regions as well as the issuing and mailing of disability 
benefit cheques. The mailing of the Statements and Terms and Conditions 
documents and the distribution part of the cheque insert program are also 
the responsibility of the National Capital Region services office. 


In support of these Canada Pension Plan related functions $15,468,000 was 
allotted from the Fund to Supply and Services Canada. 


Revenue Canada, Taxation 


The current fiscal year has proceeded as in prior years with no major 
problems being encountered in the administration of Part I of the Plan. The 
projected annual revenue collection during this fiscal year by Revenue 
Canada, Taxation will amount to $3.990 billion in comparison to $3.8/79 
billion for the fiscal year 1985. 


Legislation 


Amendments were made during the year to the Canada Pension Plan Regulations 
adjusting the rate of interest on refunds, and in the case of self-employed 
earnings, arrears or installment deficiencies. The amendments, published 
periodically in the Canada Gazette, provided a fluctuating quarterly rate of 
interest of 104, 10%, 10% and 9% respectively for the fiscal year. 


Audits 


During the fiscal year, the Payroll Audit staff conducted 59,219 audits of 
employers' records in the field and raised 28,818 assessments for failing to 
remit Income Tax, Canada Pension Plan contributions and Unemployment 
Insurance premiums withheld at the source from salaries paid to employees. 
In addition to those audits a further program involving a computer check of 
about 17.6 million 1984 and amended prior year T4 slips, filed by employers 
at year end, uncovered over 446,894 T4 slips that indicated a shortage of 
Canada Pension Plan contributions withheld at the source. These 
questionable T4 slips were referred to employers for correction and/or 
explanation. The enforcement programs which constitute a major workload for 
Taxation Centres and District Offices are carried out on a year-round basis 

utilizing 335 person-years. 


Rulings 


If a person is considered an employee for purposes of the Canada Pension 
Plan, contributions must be withheld at the source with a matching amount 
contributed by the payer. Specific rulings as to whether a payment or bene- 
fit constitutes pensionable income are provided by Revenue Canada Taxation 
District Office staff. During the fiscal year, 212 rulings pertaining 
solely to the Canada Pension Plan were issued by Revenue Canada, Taxation 
and a further 3,074 rulings were issued relative to both Canada Pension Plan 
and Unemployment Insurance legislations. 
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Appeals 


The Canada Pension Plan provides for two stages of appeal from rulings and 
assessments issued by Revenue Canada, Taxation. tines Eis Ga seetoms the 
Minister of National Revenue and the second to the Pension Appeals Board. 
The number of decisions handed down by the Minister in the year ended 
March 31, 1986 is expected to total 384. Seventy decisions of the Minister 
were appealed to the Pension Appeals Board. During this period the Board 
heard 18 cases. 


Social Insurance Numbers 


Employers who fail to report the correct Social Insurance Number of an 
employee on a T4 slip are a continuing problem. {n the period ended 
December 31, 1985, 17.6 million individual 1984 T4 slips were processed and 
the information passed to the employees' Records of Earnings. Approximately 
4.1% of the T4 slips filed (730,060), contained either an invalid or missing 
Social Insurance Number. This is consistent with last year's percentage. 
In an effort to obtain employee Social Insurance Numbers a total of 647,247 
requests were mailed to employers. In addition, 174,170 follow-up requests 
were mailed to employers who failed to reply to the original request. At 
the end of the 1985 processing year, a total of 338,584 T4 slips with an 
invalid or missing Social Insurance Number were transmitted to the 
Department of Supply and Services, Canada Pension Plan Division, for 
inclusion in the unidentified bank. 


The breakdown was as follows: 


Invalid Social Insurance Numbers 109,810 
Missing Social Insurance Numbers 228,/74 


Overpayments and Adjustments 


For the period ended December 31, 1985 approximately $77.1 million in Canada 
Pension Plan contribution overpayments were processed. Also, some 
adjustments were necessary on Canada Pension Plan contributions by 
self-employed individuals. 


Publicity 


Canada Pension Plan information is published in a wide variety of pamphlets, 
leaflets, circulars and news releases which are distributed as required, to 
a wide range of individuals, the media and educational establishments across 
Canada. Revenue Canada, Taxation, through the Volunteer Program, provides 
information on the Plan for the benefit of incapacitated taxpayers to assist 
individuals in completing their tax returns. 


Canada Pension Plan information regarding the importance of correct Social 
Insurance Numbers has been given prominent coverage in the 1985 Tax Guides. 
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Canada Pension Plan Advisory Committee 


The Advisory Committee is a Statutory body established under Section 117 of 
the Canada Pension Plan. The role of the Committee is to review the 
operation of the Act, the state of the Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund, 
and the adequacy of coverage and benefits provided under the Plan. The 
Committee reports the results of its findings and makes appropriate 
recommendations to the Minister of National Health and Welfare. 


The Advisory Committee is to consist of not more than 16 members appointed 
by the Governor in Council to represent employees, employers, self-employed 
persons and the public. In the course of the year, six members had terms 
which expired and two new appointments were made, for a total of ten active 
members as of March 31, 1986. 


The full Committee met twice in Ottawa during the year —- in May and 
November. Also in May, an orientation session was held in Ottawa for 
Committee members appointed in early 1985. 


The Committee's report on Canada Pension Plan benefits for surviving spouses 
under age 65 was finalized, submitted to the Minister, and subsequently 
tabled in the House of Commons on November 5, 1985. 


At its November 1985 meeting, the Committee gave tentative approval to a 
report by the subcommittee on parallelism with the Quebec Pension Plan, and 
agreed to torward it to the Minister in draft form, noting that it would be 
considered and finalized at the June 1986 Advisory Committee meeting. Also 
forwarded with the draft report was a resolution adopted by the Committee in 
Support of incorporating in the Canada Pension Plan flexible retirement 
provisions. 


The Committee examined annual reports of the seven government departments 
and boards that have responsibilities for various aspects of the operation 
of the Canada Pension Plan. (For additional information on the activities 
of the Canada Pension Plan Advisory Committee, refer to the Annual Report of 
the Canada Pension Plan Advisory Committee 1985-1986).

Notes to Statements 


for yehe year ended March es Sle 
Plan description and authority 


The Canada Pension Plan (the Plan) is a compulsory and 
contributory social insurance plan which enables members of the labour 
force to acquire and retain protection for themselves and their 
families against loss of income due to retirement, disability or 
death. The Plan applies in all parts of Canada, except for the 
Province of Quebec which has a parallel plan. 


Under existing arrangements, all benefits and all costs incurred 
in the administration of the Plan are financed by the contributions 
made by employees, employers and self-employed persons and the 
interest earned from the investment of funds. 


The Canada Pension Plan Account (the Account) was established in 
the accounts of Canada by Section 110.(1) of the Canada Pension Plan, 
a 1965 Act of Parliament, to record the contributions, interest, 
benefits and expenses of the Plan. 


The Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund (the Fund) was 
established in the accounts of Canada by Section 111.(1) of the Plan 
to record the investment in securities of the provinces and Canada. 


Accounting policies 


Canada Pension Plan Account 


The amounts credited and charged to the Account are in accordance 
with Sections 110.(2) and 110.(3) of the Plan, respectively. 
Contributions, interest and benefits are recorded on a cash basis. 
Contributions are received from Revenue Canada - Taxation based on 
estimates of collections for the current year and adjustments to the 
estimates of prior years. Expenses are recorded on an accrual basis. 
The balance in the Account represents the accumulated excess of 
contributions and interest over benefits and expenses to date. 


Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund 


The amounts charged and credited to the Fund are in accordance 
with Section 111.(2) of the Plan. All securities held are carried at 
cost, are non-negotiable and have a term of 20 years or such lesser 
period as may be determined by the Minister of Finance on the 
recommendation of the Chief Actuary of the Department of Insurance.

Expenses 


Expenses of the Account represent the costs of administration 
charged by six federal government departments: Revenue Canada - 
Taxation (collection of contributions); Health and Welfare 
(administration); Supply and Services (cheque issue and computer 
services); Public Works (accommodation); Employment and Immigration 
(assignment of social insurance numbers and maintenance of central 
index); and Insurance (actuarial services). 
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6. 


Investment in securities 


Operating balances on deposit with the Receiver General in excess 
of estimated cash requirements for the following three-month period 
are available for purchases of securities of the provinces and Canada. 
The monies available for securities purchases are allocated to the 
provinces based on the proportion of contributions credited to the 
Account during the preceding 10 years in respect of employment in a 
given province to the total contributions in those years. The portion 
attributed to employment in the Yukon Territory, the Northwest 
Territories and certain other employees outside Canada are invested in 


securities of Canada. 


The securities of Quebec relate to the contributions of certain 
federal employees, such as members of the Canadian Armed Forces, who 
are residents in the Province of Quebec. 


Financing of the Plan 


When the Plan was introduced, the combined employer-employee 
contribution rate was set at 3.6% of the contributory earnings with 
the understanding that this would be sufficient to meet the cost of 
benefits and administration for a certain period of time but not 
indefinitely. In the initial years, a fund would be built up from 
which resources would be used to purchase securities of the provinces 
and, to a much lesser extent, securities of Canada as described in 
Note 5. However, since inception of the Plan, it has been recognized 
that the 3.6% contribution rate would need to be raised. 


The Plan is not designed to be fully funded, but if it were, the 
Chief Actuary of the Department of Insurance estimates that an 
additional $231 billion would need to be invested at December 31, 1985 
to pay future benefits of all contributors and pensioners in the Plan 
at that time. The estimate is based on ultimate economic assumptions 
and all other assumptions used in the actuarial report tabled in the 
House of Commons on June 5, 1984. 


Under existing legislation, any proposed enactment to alter the 
general level of benefits or the rate of contributions requires 
agreement by at least two-thirds of the 10 provinces having an 
aggregate of not less than two-thirds of the population. 


Bill C-116, which received Royal Assent on June 27, 1986 with an 
expected proclamation date of January 1, 1987, establishes a long-term 
financing philosophy for the Plan and sets out provisions for the 
timing, rate of increase of the contribution rates and amendments 
thereto which will be made by regulation. 
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The Bill contains a 25-year schedule of contribution rates 
providing for an increase from the 1986 rate of 3.6% progressively by 
0.2 percentage points each year until 1991 and by 0.15 percentage 
points thereafter until 2011 when it will reach 7.6%. However, it 
stipulates that every five years the Minister of Finance and ministers 
of the Crown from the included provinces shall review the contribution 
rates set out in the schedule and make recommendations as to whether 
those rates should be changed and as to whether the schedule should be 
amended to include contribution rates for an additional five years. 
If, for any reason, the schedule is not amended for the additional 
five years the Minister of Finance shall, by regulation, amend the 
schedule to include the contribution rates set out in the most recent 
report prepared by the Chief Actuary. By the year 2011, it is 
expected that the Plan's Account will be equivalent to approximately 
two year's expenditure of the Plan. 


It is expected that the Chief Actuary's Report No. 10 containing 


his examination of the financial impact of the proposed legislative 
changes will be tabled in Parliament in October of this year. 
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FAMILY ALLOWANCES PROGRAM 


The Family Allowances program supplements the income of Canadian families by 
providing for the payment of a monthly benefit on behalf of a dependent 
child under the age of 18. 


The program also provides for the payment of Special Allowances on behalf of 
children under age 18 who are maintained by a welfare agency, a government 
department or an institution. In some cases, payment is made directly to a 
foster parent. 


Application must be made for both allowances. Benefits and administration 
costs are paid out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund. Family Allowances are 
taxable income for the parent. 


There were 3,644,829 beneficiaries who received $2,500,560,654 in benefits. 


Family Allowances are paid on behalf of children under the age of 18 who are 
resident in Canada and maintained by parents or guardians, one of whom must 
be a Canadian citizen or legally resident in Canada under the terms of the 
Immigration Act. In the case of a person admitted to Canada under the 
Immigration Act as a visitor or holder of a permit, the period of admission 
must be for not less than one year and during that period the income of that 
person must be subject to Canadian income tax. In most family situations, 
cheques are issued to the mother. 


Family Allowances must be reported as income, for federal income tax 
purposes, by the parent who claims a tax exemption for the child. 


TYPES OF BENEFITS 


Family Allowances 


Family Allowances are payable to residents of Canada while in Canada or when 
they are absent from the country for less than one year if on vacation, to 
receive medical treatment, to attend a school or university, or during a 
period of indefinite absence if the income of one of the parents is subject 
to Canadian income tax throughout the absence. 


A child who has taxable income in his or her own right is not eligible for 
Family Allowances, but payment may be made in a taxation year up to and 
including the month in which the child first receives income at a rate that 
would, if continued, result in a taxable income for the year. 


Special Allowance 


A Special Allowance is paid on behalf of children under 18 who are 
maintained by government departments, child-care agencies and institutions. 
This Allowance is not income for income tax purposes.

Benefit Rates 


Under the Family Allowances Act, a provincial government may request the 
federal government to vary the rates payable in that province on the basis 
of the age of the child or the number of children in the family, or both. 
The smallest monthly payment in that province must be at least 60% of the 
federal rate and the average monthly amount paid for all children in that 
province over a four-year period must be equal to the monthly federal rate. 
The provinces of Alberta and Quebec have taken this option. 


Under amendments to the legislation which came into effect in January 1986, 
the Family Allowances Act provides for the escalation of both the Family 
Allowances and Special Allowance in January of each year to the extent that 
the cost of living, as measured by the Consumer Price Index, is in excess of 
three percent. Accordingly in January 1986, the Allowances were increased 
by 1.0 percent raising the rate to $31.58 from $31.27 in most provinces and 
in the territories.

The Province of Quebec has its own provincial Family Allowances program, 
under which a monthly allowance is paid in addition to the federal Family 
Allowances. Since January 1986, under its own provincial program, the 
Government of Quebec has paid $8.22 for the first child, $10.97 for the 
second, $13.71 for the third, and $16.43 for each additional child.

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A standard non-taxable Special Allowance rate is payable in all provinces to 
government departments, welfare agencies, and institutions that are 
maintaining children. In some instances, such as when the child's placement 
is indefinite, payment may be made directly to the foster parents. In 
accordance with the legislation as amended in 1985, the federal rate of 
$46.65 per month in 1985 was indexed to $47.12 in 1986. 


The total expenditure in Family Allowances for the fiscal year 1985-1986 was 
$2,500 ,560 ,654. 


Number of Beneficiaries and Children 


In March 1986, there were 3,644,829 families receiving an average of $57.79 
on behalf of 6,584,620 eligible children.

Estimated Beneficiary and Cost Forecasts 


The expenditures of the Family Allowances program closely reflect trends in 
the birth rate. The number of children in Canada has been gradually 
dropping since the mid-19/0s. Based on the estimated number of children 
less than 18 years of age in Canada, and assuming the same economic 
assumptions as presented in the Department of Insurance's most recent 
actuarial report on the Canada Pension Plan (report No. 10), projections 
have been prepared for the Family Allowances program. They are provided at 
the end of this section. 


Appeals 


An applicant who is dissatisfied with a decision that no allowance may be 
paid may appeal that decision to a tribunal established in accordance with 
Family Allowances Regulations. Before commencing an appeal, the applicant 
may submit a written request to the Regional Director to reconsider the 
decision. This request must normally be made within 90 days from the day on 
which a copy of the decision was mailed to the applicant. 


In 1985-1986, only one hearing of a Family Allowances tribunal was held.

CHILD TAX CREDIT 


The Department of Finance administers the Child Tax Credit program through 
the income tax system. A credit is payable on behalf of each child under 18 
years of age on whose behalf Family Allowances were payable in the taxation 
year. The amount is based on net family income in the previous tax year. 
The claimant must submit a personal income tax return in order to receive 
this benefit. The Child Tax Credit is usually paid to the mother. 


The Child Tax Credit is payable in full to families with net incomes of up 
to a certain income ceiling, and is reduced by 5 cents for each dollar of 
net family income over that amount. The credit is increased each year in 
line with increases in the Consumer Price Index. 


The Child Tax Credit for 1985 was $384 for each eligible child and was 


payable in full to families with net annual incomes of less than $26,330 in 
the 1985 taxation year. 
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INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS 


Reciprocal Social Security Agreements make social security benefits portable 
between countries and allow for the coordination of two countries' social 
security programs. 


The reciprocal social security agreements concluded by Canada coordinate the 
social security programs of another country with the Canada Pension Plan and 
the Old Age Security programs to protect the rights to benefits of persons 
who have lived and worked in Canada and abroad. These agreements have three 
basic objectives: 


(i) to ease or eliminate restrictions on the payment of social security 
benefits abroad; 


Cid) to eliminate situations in which a worker may have to contribute to 
the social security programs of both countries for the same work; 


(iii) to assist migrants in meeting the eligibility conditions for benefits 
based on their participation in the social security system of each 
country. 


Old Age Security 


Canada's social security agreements enable persons who are residing or have 
resided in the other contracting country to add (or totalize) those periods 
of residence abroad to periods of residence in Canada to satisfy the minimum 
eligibility requirements for the basic Old Age Security pension and the 
Spouse's Allowance. For example, someone who has resided in Canada for less 
than the 10 years required to receive a partial Old Age Security pension in 
Canada would be able to use periods of residence in the other country to 
meet the 10-year requirement. A similar provision would apply for someone 
who has resided in Canada for less than the 20 years needed to receive a 
partial Old Age Security pension outside the country. 


Once eligibility for the pension is thus established, the amount of the Old 
Age Security pension payable is determined by the individual's actual 
periods of residence in Canada at the rate of 1/40th of the full pension for 
each year in Canada after age 18. 


Canada Pension Plan 


In regard to the Canada Pension Plan, agreements are designed to avoid 
duplicate coverage - that is, they eliminate the necessity of contributing 
to both the Canada Pension Plan and the comparable program of the other 
country for the same work. 


Agreements may also assist individuals to qualify for disability, survivor's 
and death benefits under the Canada Pension Plan. Each of these benefits 
has minimum contributory periods for the benefits. An agreement may allow 
periods of contribution to the other country's social security system to be 
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added to periods of contribution to the Canada Pension Plan in order to meet 
these conditions. Once eligibility is thus established, the amount of 
benefits would be based on actual contributions to the CPP. 


Social Security Programs of Other Countries 


These agreements also assist individuals in establishing their entitlement 
to retirement, disability or survivor benefits under the social security 
programs of the other contracting country. 


Agreements Signed 


On March 31, 1986, Canada had agreements in force with Barbados, Denmark, 
France, Greece, Italy, Jamaica, Portugal, Sweden and the United States. 
Agreements had been signed with Belgium, the Federal Republic of Germany and 
Norway and were awaiting ratification before coming into force.
